NANKING ISSUES NEW 
PRESS LAW 
Rules for Chinese Newspapers| 
and News Agencies 
Nanking, July 3 


Chitiese newspapers and news 
agencies must meet certain require: 


| ments regarding news space and 


capital investment, according to the 
detailed regulations of a new Press 
‘Law. A newspaper shall be required 
to devote at least two-thirds of its 
space to news matter, excluding 
‘advertisements. When newspaper 
Publishes an outport edition at some: 
other city, it shall be considered as 
fan independent paper. 

In cities .with a population above 
1,000,000, where the seat of a provin~ 
lat government or municipal govern- 
ment is located, a newspaper must 
rea capital of $10,000 and a news 
sney.maust have a capital of $3,000. 
IE the ‘population is under 1,000,000, 
the newspaper must. have a capital 
‘of $6,000 and a news agency $1,000, 

‘At any place where the seat of @ 
hhslen government Js located, a news. 
paper must have a capital ‘of $1,000 
‘and a news agency $200. But if! no 
hewspaper or news agency has ever 
‘been established at such a place, the 
rst newspaper may, have a capital 
Of $500 and the frst news agency $100, 


Capital Requirements 

‘At places. other’ than those 
already mentioned, the ‘amount of 
capital for a newspaper or news 
agency may be fixed by the provincial, 
municipal or hslen government and 
submitted ‘to the Ministry of the 
Interior for approval, 

‘After the promulgation of the new. 
Press Law, all newspapers and news. 
agencies shall be required to register 
regarding their capital within a period 
of six months. If they fail to do so 
within a specified period, the author- 
ities may order their suspension, 

Publishers of newspapers must also 
fait ‘one of the following quali 

cations:

Ita newspaper or periodical for 
certain ‘reasons desires temporary 
suspension of publication, its publisher 
Must report to the local authorities, 
who will in turn report to. the 
Ministry of the Interior, which will 
again report to the Central Publicity 
Department of the Central Kuo- 
mintang. Ih any one year, the total 
time of such suspension shall not 
exceed three months for a newspaper 
‘and not exceed six months for a 
periodical —Reuter.

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AN OPIUM DANGER 
Jun. 
Grave consideration should be 
given to the proposals which are 
being made to extend to the In~ 
ternational Settlement in Shanghai 
the Government's’ new scheme for 
‘the: progressive reduction of the 
opium traffic within a period of six 
‘The scheme itself is sound | 
is the blessing of Geneva, in 
that it follows experience elsewhere 
by virtually legalizing the cultiva~ 
tion of poppy with the view of 
suppressing it by gradual stages. 
‘This is considered to be far more 
practical than the former system 
which under the cover of a uni~ 
versal prohibition actually. stimu- 
Jated the evil traffic owing to. the 
enormous prices obtainable for 
opium manufactured under such 
conditions. On principle the Settle~ 
iment authorities . are obviously 
bound to give sympathetic con~ 
sideration to whatever measures the 
Government may be disposed to 
commend for coping with the traffic 
within the mits of their jurisdi 
tion, At present the Council's 
officers take steps to prevent the 
sale of opium in the Settlement; 
they apply Chinese law ‘to the 
arrest of addicts where found in 
conditions justifying such action. 
‘They also maintain a narcotic police 
section which, so far as is practic~ 
able, seizes illicit stocks of opium, 
raids opium dens and generally 
assists in stamping out the traffic. 
Admittedly thelr activities fall far 
short of perfection, owing to the 
peculiar circumstances of local 
administration and to the limited 
resources at thelr disposal, 
‘Apparently it is now proposed 
that the Council should adopt 
certain measures for co-operating, 
in the six-year plan by establishing, 
4 special suppression organization 
which ‘will work on the basis of! 
legalizing the sale of opium on the 
monopoly principle. Under this 
scheme addicts will be registered 
and licensed by co-operation with 
the Chinese authorities and certain’ 
appointments will be made by the 
Government with the Council's 
‘acquiescence for the supervision and 
direction of the progressive reduc- 
tion programme. On the face of! 
it this scheme is admirable, especial- 
Jy as it has been approved by the 
‘League of Nations Advisory Com- 
mittee in its general application 
to China, On.that point the views 
of the Anti-Opium Information 
Bureau recorded on June 1, 1937 
are relevant: 
‘The situation in China proves the. 
wisdom of the Chinese Government 
dn relegalizing opium and its 
sincerity in ite efforts to reduce 
the cultivation of oplum. ‘The Six- 
year Opium Suppression Plan of 
General Chiang Kal-shek promises 
fo prove’ effective, if the situation 
ereated by the flooding of China 
with | clandestinely manufactured 
narcotic drugs does not prevent the 
Government enforcing its suppres 
sion plan according to the time 
schedule established by General 
Chiang Kai-shek, Credit is due to 
‘the Chinese Government for the 
progress achieved, There remains, 
however, much to be done before 
the Government can overcome cer- 
tain ‘vested interests behind, the 
Melt trae in China. 
‘The Shanghai Municipal Council 
has-carefully to take its knowledge 
of local conditions into account with 
special reference to the last sentence 
of that statement. 

‘This journal has no hesitation in 
asserting that local influences of, 
‘most sinister significance'would im-

‘gangster trafic far exceeding any- 
thing hitherto known here in| 
dimensions and potentiality for 
evil." No-one questions the Gov- 
emment’s good faith, but the! 
‘Council, as the representative body 
‘of an’ international community 
whose Governments are all pledged 
to relentless war on the drug traffic, 


tie] cannot afford to risk its good name! 


by allowing dubious machinery to 
be installed within its jurisdiction. 
Knowing as it does the unseru- 
pulous impudence of certain local| 
Interests it should be able to insist 
that the monopoly set up to effect 
‘suppression should be put In hands 
which are beyond question in- 
dependent of any local pressure, 
and command unhesitating con- 
fidence from respectable citizens. 
‘The Government has such men at 
its disposal—men who can be 
trusted to act fearlessly and, if 
need be, ruthlessly against traf- 
fickers ‘and gangsters, however 
highly placed, however ‘powerfully 
protected. Its local officials, admir~ 
able though they may be, should 
not be exposed to the danger of 
pressure from the local kings of the 
underworld, whose sinister power 
‘has. all too long been condoned. 
Fortunately this issue now raises 
the question of the immunity which 
‘these “kings” have enjoyed to their 
‘own enrichment and to the whole- 
sale exploitation of the community.

UNFOUNDED FEARS

Although Dr. H. H, Kung less 
than two months ago obtained from| 
his personal contacts in London the 
assurance that the reported Anglo- 
Japanese conversations could not 
prejudice Sino-British relationships 
or develop in the Far East policies 
unfavourable to China, there has of 
late been a revival of Chinese un- 
easiness on that point. Fuel has} 
been given to this speculation by 
certain expansive utterances in the 
Japanese press which more suo is 
apt to give hospitality to political 
kktes of other than diplomatic 
origin. ‘That the Chinese Govern- 
ment does not endorse the suspi- 
cions entertained by such critics 
may be gathered from Dr. Wang 
‘Chung-hui's recent conversation 
‘with certain Japanese reporters to 
whom he expressed the view that 
both Great Britain and Japan 
shared his opinion that any Anglo- 
Japanese understanding should 
respect China’s territorial sover- 
eignty and administrative integrity 
‘and secure consultation with China 
on issues directly affecting her. 
Generally the argument that China 
‘has reason to be uneasy over the 
possible: consequences of an Anglo- 
‘Japanese understanding is based on, 
the traditional belief that China 
profits most from disagreements 
between the other Powers. Specifi- 
ally, too, it is contended that in 
the search for a solution of their 
economic differences the two naval) 
Powers will be -inclined to com- 
promise on their Interests in, Chins 
with the result that by recognizing, 
certain “spheres of influence”, to 
use the old. term of power- 
diplomacy, they will implicitly do|

‘Yoshida, and discreetly stimulatd by| 
Prince Chichibu’s tactful renewal of 
hhis English friendships. during his 
visit to the Coronation, have no! 
produced any public announcement 
‘on which definite comment can be 
appropriately made. It is suflelent 
‘at the moment to observe that the 
desire of Japan to repair certain gaps 
Jn her. relations with Great Britain 
has been frecly noted in the Japan- 
ese press from the beginning of the 
resent year. The settlement of the| 
Keelung incident was held to pave 
the way for conversations to which 
the visit of Prince Chichibu was 
considered to add authority. It 
should be recalled, however, that, 
in Japan and especially in England, 
‘the evidence that the Japanese 
Government was showing favour to| 
© more “rational” policy in China 
was adduced to justify faith in the 
success of such conversations. Tt 
seems clear, theiefore, that neither| 
Japan nor Great Briain is under 
any delusion on the-importance of 
fully ‘respecting. China's essential 
rights among -which. her integrity 
‘and sovereignty stand supreme. Tn 
other words the reversion of Japan 
to what in British eyes is a “more| 
orthodox” policy toward China has 
formed the main. basis to the 
proposed conversations. London 
spokesmen also made it clear that 
by reserving liberty to” apprise 
the United States of America of the 
progress of the conversations and 
by keeping - China's newly-con- 
solidated unity fully-in mind, there 
could be no danger of reviving fears 
of a return to the discredited 
methods of old-time power diplo- 
macy in the Far East, 7 
Even if these considerations are 
lightly regarded, there are further| 
solid arguments’ which give them 
reinforcement, should that process 
be necessary,” Great Britain is still 
bound by the policy of thie Cham. 
berlain ‘Memorandum of 1926 and 
has therefore to be guided 
certain general ‘principles de- 
ned to sategubrd the integrity 
‘and independence of China, 10 
Promote her political and econdmle 
development ‘and rehabilitation of 
her fnances 
In the light of the support given by 
Great Britain to Dr. H. H. Kung’s 
monetary reforms scheme this pas-| 
sage in the memorandum has 
special pertinence. If those who 
feel unable to gauge the possibilities 
of British policy would glance at the 
history of the last few years they 
should find illuminating guidance, 
Cominitted to faith in the collective 
system through. the Covenant of 
the League of Nations, Great Britain 
has been loyal to the League in the 
handling of the Manchurian prob-| 
Jem and, more recently stil, in 
regard to Abyssinia. At the present 
moment the combined efforts of the 
British and French Governments, in 
‘association with the majority’ of 
European states, are being directed 
toward observance of the same 
rinelples for application to the 
situation in Spain, Great Britain's 
hope is that by the conversations 
with Japan the danger of drift in 
the Far East may be avolded and 3 
contributjon may be made to. thr 
development of a rapprochement! 
between China and Japan for the! 
greater stabilization of the political 
and- economic conditions inthe! 
Pacific. ‘The Chinese Government, 
judging from Dr. Wang  Chung- 
hhur’s statement is satisfied on 
that point as the result of the| 
friendly “announcement made by 
Mr, Anthony Eden in May. It is 
not likely to be betrayed into the 
belief that the. Anglo-Japanése 
conversations give the signal: for 
revival of the old technique which 
plays one power off against. the 
other, any more than for the British 
‘or Japanese Governments to con~ 
template a combined endeavour to 
exert pressure in this or that direc- 
tion. Japan is too astute not. to 
recognize the Adelity with which 
British statesmen have adhered to 
their declared policy in regard both 
to China and to the League. If she 
entertains—as her British’ friends 
‘undoubtedly hope she does entertain 
—the friendly ambition to smooth 
ut the asperities of recent dif- 
ferences between herself and Great 
Britain she is well advised of the!

SEVENTY YEARS 
July 1. 

‘Canada’s celebration of Dominion 
Day this year marks the seventicth 
‘anniversary of the passing of “The 
British North America Act” which| 
on July 1, 1867 brought the senior 
Dominion’ of the British Empire| 
{into existence. Over a hundred 
years before then, Canada, by the 
Peace of Paris 1763, passed into| 
‘he British company. ‘The partner- 
ship has had its Vicissitudes, its 
triumphs and. disappointments; it 
has held firm and with ‘very real 
pride and affection do the Mother| 
Country and the Sister Dominions 
congratulate the eldest of the family 
to-day. Canada, no less than her 
fellows in the British Common- 
‘wealth, has an individuality of her 
own. She is by no means expected 
to view all world problems within 
her immediate notice entirely 
through the eyes of London. For~ 
tunately that freedom of thought 
4s amply provided for in the loose- 
Knit Constitution of the Empire, 
As was abundantly proved during! 
the discussions which led to his 
present Majesty's Accession—dis- 
‘cussions for which Canada was| 
better primed, perhaps, than any 
other Dominion—this right to differ 
merely strengthens the solidarity of 
agreement on fundamental issues, 

Leaving out of account India| 
whose Dominion status, although 
on the anvil, is not yet com- 
pletely forged, Canada has a more| 
complex racial composition ‘than 
any other member of the Com- 
monwealth, When, in 1763, 60,000 
French settlers in New France came 
under the British flay it was ex- 
pected that they would eventually 
be merged in the nationality newly| 
assumed by them. To-day, of 
Canada’s 11 millions, no less ‘than 
3,000,000, 75 per cent: of whom live 
jn the Province of Quebec, are 
French-speaking descendants of the 
sturdy inhabitants of the former 
French colonies. . Secured in. the 
‘exercise of their own religion, thel| 
own language, they still have in 
Qiiebee a civil code derived trom 
the pre-revolutionary Coutume de 
Paris. Not for nothing, in the 
rocess of transfer from French to 
British rule, did the voyageurs give 
‘® new meaning to the old chanson: 

A la claire fontaine 

Men ‘allant promener 

Yai trouvé Feau st belle 

Que fe my suis baigne 

Out, it y a tongtemps que fe taime 

Janiais 4e ne toublierst 
So it has proved. Beside Canadians 
of French origin, there are 4% per 
cent. of German descent—relics in 
‘the main of Great Britain's former 
association with Hanover—and, of 
the 62:per cent, classified as British 
in origin, a good proportion do not 
regard the present United Kingdom 
as their Mother Country in. the 
strict sense of the term, their 
antecedents making them look, 
rather to the United States of 
America or the South of Ireland, 
Proud as they may be of their 
British citizenship these Canadians 
are conscious and no less proud of 
their different national background, 

Canadian nationalism—a plant of 
steady if slow growth—has there- 
fore pecullar characteristics which 
cannot be appreciated unless these 
raclal origins are taken nto account. 
The oldest, largest” and most 
populous Dominion has, in fact, in 
fis own ability to govern.itselt a 
confidence derived from long- 
standing traditions of cultural 
political and strategie independence, 
It furnishes an almost paradoxical 
portent in the closeness of Canadian 
friendship with the “good neigh- 
bour” across the Jong. southern, 
arbitrarily delimitated and. unde-| 
fended border—to the_ significance 
of which Dr, Alfred Sze has just 
ald a notable tribute—tor those 
relations are fully compatible with 
a strong fdelity to the ties of the| 
British Commonwealth. ‘The bene-| 
ficent réle played by Canada in 
‘maintaining Anglo-American un- 
derstanding “has " been vividly 
Hlustrated during the past year by 
the cordial interchange of visits 
between the President of the United| 
States of America and the brilliant 
statesman and author, Lord Tweeds- 

‘who represents King George 

VI at Ottawa. Canada's accepted 
right to' develop her own policy has|

In the 
perplexing uncertainties of the state 
of mankind te-day it is comforting 
to know that these safeguards, exist, 

As, during the week-end, Aierican 
citizens the: world over celebrate 
the: birth of their nation in the 
adoption by -the “Continental Con- 
gress", otherwise the fifty-four 
“Representatives of the United 
States of America in General Con- 
gress assembled”, their friends will 
derive moral sustenance from the 
thought that democracy is once 
‘again being consecrated to the 
purposes of national progress and 
Gevelopmént. ‘The conviction is. na./... 
less strong because at thow#oaleit 
the United States 2? inerica can- 
ot avoid, zie” problems. which, 
stiusidl"in'the East or in the West, 
fare sorely exercising the wit of 
statesmanship and disturbing the 
equanimity of international con- 
tacts. The acute political’ con- 
troversies which a free and 
independent people would be the 
last to evade will, no doubt, recede , 
temporarily into the background as 
Americans salute the memory of 
July 4, President Franklin Roose- 
velt, for the occasion, is not the 
adventurous pioneer of a new social 
system, not the Don Quixote tilting 
at the windmills of ancient custom, 
not the reckless. inciter of class 
hatred. He is the chief represento- 
tive of the American people; 
admirer and critic join in this 
celebration to acclaim him accord= 
ingly. 

Recognizing as they do that the 
internal difficulties and disappoint 
ments with which the American 
Government has to grapple, although 
primarily the concern of the Ameri- 
can people, have a definite relation 
to international affairs, the friends 
of the United States of’ America are 
Aisposed to be of good heart as they 
sympathetically view the courage 
‘and. resolution with which that 
country faces. its problems, The 
bleakness of the period of acute 
depression has yielded to a more 
cheerful prospect, even if paradoxi- 
cally the portents of unrest and 
dissension become more distressinu~ 
ly apparent. Underlying this be= 
wildering surface of uneasiness is 
fan Inherent soundness of heart, 
which betokens an indomitable spirit 
endowed with the capacity as well 
as the will to succeed. Young 
though the American nation be, its 
traditions have already established 
the conviction that it is never so 
formidable as when it is confronted 
by dire threats to its solidarity. 
Therefore it is not surprising amid 
the heavy preoccupations of a 
strenuous domestic controversy, to 
find President Roosevelt's Admini- 
stration ready to confer with other

‘especially on July 4—has to 
submit itself to the curb of political 
expediency, ‘That is a dificult 
lesson for the American citizen, as 
also for the citizen of any fr 
democracy, to learn and apply.

Britain and the United States of 
America it 1s probable that every 
effort will be made to avoid the 
unfortunate incompatibilities which 
partly. contributed to the failure of 
last September's devaluation of thr 
frane, If the present devaluation’ 
is to be successful it is essential 
that, the burden of public debt 
should be reduced and that a rise’ 
in revenue should be facilitated by 
enhanced prices and a revival of| 
trade, In carrying his devaluation 
Jast ‘September “M, Blum was 
‘twelve months late in the selection 
of the margin for the operation, The 
sharp. rise of French commodity 
prices, dating from the middle of} 
“1935 had been far in excess of tho 
‘world level and had been ac- 
centuated by the social legislation 
and wages agreements sanctioned 
by the new Socialist Government 
The 30 per cent. devaluation was 
barely sufficient in the most favour- 
able conditions to restore equill- 
brium; it would have been easily 
veffective a year earlier, but as, 
things were it was considered by 
good judges that a 40 per cent 
devaluation would have given M. 
‘Blum the margin of safety required. 
‘Apart from that purely technical 
question the new Government 
heavily handicapped itself by as- 
sociating its monetary policy with 
vindictive measures which anta- 
gonized capital and thus. made it 
dimeult to encourage repatriation 
and dishoarding, 


Belatedly in December the Gov- 
ernment attempted to regain the 
confidence of tha capitalist by. 
issuing a new loan for which 
subscriptions from holders of gold 
certifleates: were accepted "on 
advantageous terms. ‘This was not 
completely successful because the 
wold was not accepted at its full 
market value and holders were| 
reluctant to take a Government! 
bond in payment instead of cash. 
Moreover in its efforts to finance 
rearmament the Government was 
compelled to resort to disguised 
inflationary orrowing, its position 
being further prejudiced by its own 
action in bringing the Bank of| 
France under state control.

his other self-imposed handicaps. 
‘Those were unfortunately con- 
clusive in destroying all chances of| 
success for they involved the as~ 
sociation of politieal prejudices with 
monetary policy. ‘The Incompati- 
bility of ideological theories with| 
finanelal operations has thus been’ 
clearly exposed. ‘The recent aban- 
donment of the British Govern- 
ment's National Defence Contribu- 
tion scheme afforded a minor 
example of the truth of that 
principle. No doubt profiteering on 
the straits of the nation’s finances, 
is a highly discreditable manoeuvre, 
‘and should be checked by, such 
means as are open to the admini- 
stration, but if for that purpose, 
vindictive disabilities are imposed 
on capitalism as'a whole the direc- 
tion of monetary. policy is subord~ 
inated to purely political aims. The. 
‘success of monetary reform depends 
tultimately.on the judgment applied 
by the world market which takes 
no account of political theories but 
is severely limited in its observation 
to financial and economic realities. 
‘The object of devaluation is to 
confer certain recognized benefits 
‘on the community. as a whole and 
to that issue the possibility that a 
few speculators will make an un- 
justifiable, yet perfectly legal, profit | 
through appreciation of thelr ex- 
change holdings Is really irrelevant. 




















WEATHER WHIMS 
2 June 30, 
In these days when precise opinions 





‘on any subject are stigmatized as 


colour blind than to venture to dis- 
tinguish between. black and white, 
it Is not surprising that Shanghai 
should refuse to be decided in its 
views on its own weather, If 
regard be had to the heat table of 
daily . statistics emanating from 
Siccawel it seems that the ther- 
mometer has been running about 
seven points below its form of last 
June, ‘The month to-day finishes 
its course; it also marks the half 
way stage on the progress of the 
year. So a little retrospect and 
Teflection may not come- amiss. 
Generally the impression exists that 
June has been much cooler than 
usual, In the firm determination 
to be grateful to the weather. for 
no boon, the Shanghailander notes 
the apparent respite from the heat 
for which he prepared, but swiftly 
adds that the conditions are un- 
healthy and calculated to make 
doctors far too busy for thelr com= 
fort. He might also complain of 
the unreasonableness of refusing to 
allow the thermometer to rise just 
when he had cold-storaged his thick, 
and uncreased his thin clothes in 
deference to the accepted reputa~ 
tion, of the season. Grumblers will 
not perhaps be found among the 
‘women. ‘They, notoriously, can 
adapt themselves to any climate by 
the simple device of relying on the 
fashion rather than on the mercury] 
to determine their attire. Still, they 
oo are to, be heard declaring that 
this is a most unusual June, that} 
‘an appreciable reduction has’ been 
‘made in the yeat’s hot weather zone 
—that the weather has been be- 
having oddiy, in short. ‘The wx- 
perienced traveller will at once 
assert that he has never yet been 
in Shanghai without being informed 
that he is encountering curiously 
irregular metereological. tendencies, 
Is this theory correct? Has June 
been so whimsical in its weather 
conduct? If the bare thermometer 
reading, compared with June 1936, 
be taken as the sole criterion the 
‘answer might be in the affirmative. 
Yet readers of this journal yester- 
day may have cast their eyes from 
the weather report at the foot of 
this page to the adjoining column 
‘on the next page where an extract 
dave a brief glimpse of some of the 
doing in Shanghai on June 29 sixty 
years ago. It will have been noted 
that at the (old) Lyceum Theatre 
the Amateur Dramatic Club were 
performing Robertson's comedy 
‘Soclety”. ‘The audience was ap- 
preciative, if not large. That 
small atfendance was attributed 
partly to the fact that the Club.was| 
staging a revival of a production of 
six months earlier, partly to the 
weather: “cool... a drizzling 
rain,...a rather heavy portherly 
gale”, No surprise is expressed. at 
that ‘kind of weather. Nor can 
anyone who has just passed through 
a Shanghai June say that it differed 
‘much from conditions prevailing in| 
1937. Yet there is even better

‘Whereas the Calendar was prepared 
to describe May as “decidedly 
warm”, it was satisfied to affirm 
that June was “not yet oppressive”. 
‘The legend for June 1854 might 
well apply to June 1937, but for the 
curious circumstance that the month 
now ending has been singularly 
below the normal in wetness. The 
calendars note of an average rain- 
of “nearly 8 in.” contrasts 
strongly with the total of 3.86 in. 
recorded this June (up to and in- 
cluding. June 27), In fact, the 
dryness of June has. brought the 
mean rainfall for the half-year to 
2040 in. as against the normal 
average of 21:30 in, whereas, on 
May 31, the record for the first five 
months’ of the year showed 16.54 
in, as against a normal of 14.85 in.

is in excess of Siccawel's 6.54 in.

Emlyn Williams’ play was perfectly 
reproduced at the Nanking ‘Theatre.

Danish Journalist on Life in 
the Provinces

‘The wandering fect of “Henry 
Hellssen, Denmark's globetrotting 
journalist, are temporarily at rest in 


‘Last week he turned up kere from 
‘West China, where he had reached 
the border” of Tibet, and he has 
alresdy sent a series of articles about 
that region to his paper. the 
“Berlingske ‘Tidende” of Copenhagen. 

‘There was adventure spiced. with 
danger on the trip Mr. Hellssen took 
by bus and chair from Chengtu to 
‘Tachientu, Near Yachow he was 
nearly drowned when his bus missed 
& punt on a river to be crossed, and 
Todged on Its side. ‘He had to make 
‘an escape reminiscent of Houdln!'s 
feats, end all his provisions were 
spoiled. foreing him to subsist mainly 
on rice and hard-boiled eggs for the 
remainder of the trip. At a later 
slage, his bearers mutinied ovef some 
trivial misunderstanding about thelr 
rations. Lariguage difficulties pre- 
vented Mr. Hellssen (who was 
travelling without . an interpreter) 
from straightening the trouble end 
he spent a sleepless night quite” ex- 
pecling every minute te have his 
{Throat slit from ear to ear, But noth 





a Scourge 

‘The opium situation in the province 
‘was appalling, Mr. Hellssen 

On all’ sides were addicts. and his 
‘bearers paused at every den en route 
to indulge. “It was not a question of 
peoplo getting shot for smoking—on 
the contrary, they were threatened 
with punishment, even with death, 
If they did not smoke and thus in- 
jerease the revenue of the war lords. 
‘These gentlemen, he said. still rule 
the province in. a frankly feudal 
‘manner and live lke nabobs in 
palaces,. with wives and concubines. 
while the population suffers. Poverty 
and disease are the common lot of 
the people. One of these days Mt. 
Hellssen_ will probably write a book 
called “War Lord,” based on his 
personal knowledge of a number of 
these figures in various parts of China 
over a period of years, 

‘The Danish journalist did not visit 
the famine areas. which were to the 
north of his route, but in ‘Tachienlu 
hho talked with a French priest who 
Was there seeking food for his flock 
at Dawo, ‘This priest, Father ¥. 
Doublet, related many shocking de- 
falls about the famine conditions 
‘along the north Lhasa trail ond told 
how some of tho inhabitants had 
resorted to cannibalism in areas left 
barren by tie Communists, who even 
ate the coed which was to have been 
‘used for this year’s crops. 

In Tachienlu Mr, Helissen also 
visited the well-known Scottish mis- 
slonary couple, Mr. and Mrs. R. Cun- 
nningham, and’ the French Bishop 
Gireaudeau, who at 88 c'ill rides 
horseback although he has to be 
helped onto and off his mount. Bi 
Gtreaudeau, now retired 05 Vicar 
Apostolic has passed 66 years on’ the 
‘Tibetan border and has never seen an 
jautomobile or a cinema. He has 
visited Chengtu, to be sure, but that 
was before the advent of motor-cars, 
He speaks fnished French to the few 
foreign visitors who call at his house,

Crime Rampant

‘except coppers, which were evident- 
ly too heavy or bulky. ‘The money 
‘amounted to about $8.75, not a very. 
large haul, but enough to distress the 
‘shopkeeper. Other potty. incidents, 
hhave been reported—some persons 
fare afraid to walk on the strects at 
night and several men were held up 
and robbed, while women and girls| 
suffered a worse fate, 

‘The situation in’ neighbouring 
towns and villages is far-worse than| 
here in the city, Robberies ona] 
small scale are very common all over| 
the district, and the  Ioeal  people| 
are in sore’ distress. A ‘small mutiny| 
‘of about 200 soldiers has been re-| 
ported, several miles west of Sutsien,| 
Several houses being looted. 

However tacttully and firmly this 
situation may be handled, it certainly

of the climate there is no grass to 
make this place lock park-like to 
Western eyes, but a number of trees 
provide welcome shade, while a 
Varlety of shrubs and potted plants 
beautify the grounds.

‘Swimming Bath Addea 


‘The most recent addition to the 
Jpublle recreation ground is a swim- 
ming bath, of which Tsinan is justly 
proud, for'it is the first covered pool 
jin North Ching, A special. architect 
/was employed to design this bath, but, 
jurfortunately, he was not experienced 
in this particular. type of building. 
The roof is made entirely of glass, 
Js that on sunny days the light is 
blindingly bright and the place feels 
Mike a hot-house. ‘The tank is deep 
and roomy, too deep, indeed, at the 
[shallow end for the’ convenience of 
jiearners. ‘The usual diving-stand and 
[springboard are there and seem to 
be well used. Dressing boxes run 
down the two long sides of the build. 
ing, ‘Two cold showers stand beside 
2 little booth which sells ice-cream 
of hot tea to bathers and onlookers. 
|-“The students seem to enjoy this 
[swimming pool, for it 1s crowded 
every day. The charge for swimmers 
1s 20 cents, but a spectator only needs 
to produce a S-cent piece to oblain 
admission. These charges are, of 
‘course, over and above the S-cent fee 
{or eniering the park grounds- 

‘The bath is open five days a week, 
‘Wednesday to Sunday, for men, Mon: 
dy Is Teserved for ladies, but how 
many will avail themselves of - the 
privilege after they have found out 
that the water is only changed once 
ja week and that the changing day is 
tuesday? 

Apparently the job of emptying and 
refilling the tank takes a. consider- 
able time, for no one is admitted be 
tween Monday evening and Wednes- 
Jday morning. ‘The bath fs filled with 
‘water pumped from Paotuchuan, tho 
‘springs which provide Tsinan ‘with 
its bountiful water supply. 

No Compulsory Shower Bath 

Enquiries regarding the rules of the 
swimming bath elicited the answer 
that there was no compulsory show- 
er bath or foot-washing before the 
jswimmers enter the public tank. In- 
deed, the absence of such regulations 
was regarded by the attendant as an 
Jadditional indueement to join those 
enjoying the water. He seemed 
Jquite astonished to hear that most 
Public baths insist on such personal 
cleansing as a preliminary to using 
the large pool. “All the bathers wear 
Jdecent costumes, so there would seem 
to be some regulation concerning 
swimming dress. 

‘Tainan has one other public swim- 
ming place—a much smaller, open- 
Jair ‘bath, constructed out of part of 
the old moat, at the southeast corner 
of the city. "This bath has one ad- 
vantage, in that it is fed by running 
water from the little river formed 
by the overftow of the same springs 
which supply the new tank. This 
small’ swimming pool is over two 
miles from the Chihtehdl. 

‘Tsinan is full of young men, 
students, clerks and shop-assistants. 
In providing a healthy summer re- 
Cleation for them one feels that the 
$45,000 needed to build this new 
‘swimming bath was money well spent 
‘and, judging from its popularity, the 
investment will prove quite a profit- 
‘able one, although the entrance 
charge Is 50 low. 

Famine Rellet Memorial 


‘There is one other addition to the 
[Chintehui buildings which immediate 
ly attracts the attention of @ visitor. 
ih the centre of the grounds, raised 
‘ona circular stone terrace, approached 
by fights of steps, stands’a handsome 
monument. ‘This erection is put up 
in regular classical style, pillars, 
Jéome, balustrades, all complete, just 
Jas if’ Wren had ‘awakened from his 
Tong sleep to prepare the plans. The 
job is really well done. 

‘And what is the reason for this 
memorial? It will hand down to 

‘the names of all those who 
Jcontributed towards the relief of 
Moods of 1935. During the winter 
1935-6 these poor folk were distri- 
buted to many hsiens in Shantung, 
and large sums were collected for 
thelr support. Tsinan took more than 
is share of responsibility. Now this 
Jnandsome limestone monument, like 
Ja miniature of the dome of St. Paul's 
Jor the Capitol, stands there to remind 
future generations of what thelr 
{fathers did in the flood yea! 

‘Thousands. of names are inserited 
‘on the walls of the lower storey, Be- 
[tween the panels bearing these names 
fare large stone tablets carved with 
pithy sayings of Governor Han Fu- 
jehu, the Commissioner of Education 
fand’ other notables. . 

‘Posterity’ may appreciate this mem- 
lorlal to the generosity of its forbears, 
but will it ever wonder whether the 
'$17,000 spent in its erection could 
not have been used more effectively

‘A. sum of $7,000,000 will be ex- 
pended for water conservancy during 
the new seal year, July 1, 1937-June 
30, 1938, “according: to & decision 
Teached at the Sth general meeting of 
the National Water Conservancy. 
Commission under the Nationsl 
Economie Couneil held here yester- 
‘ay. 

‘A general report on water con- 
servancy in 1956 submitted by. the 
secretary and a report on flood pre- 
vention work for the Yellow River 
submitted by Mr. Kung Hsiang-yung, 
‘Chairman of the Yellow River Con- 
servancy Commission, were adopted. 

‘The implements of irrigation em- 
ployed by farmers at present are to 
be collected and improved, with a 
view to improving the system of rural 
irrigation, 

A. sum of $586,170 is to be included 
in the new budget for water conser- 
vancy for the improvement of the 
upper and lower reaches of the 
Yellow River during the first stage. 

‘At the request of the Yellow River 
Conservancy Commission, a sum of 
{$650,000 is also to be included in the 
budget for readjustment of the river 
bed at Tungwachal. 

It was also decided to make pr 
parations for the establishment of a 
Central Soft Experimental Station and 
to engage the services of foreign 
experisKuo Min.

Another Calamity 


News of further foods and an 
earthquake in Foochow follow  re- 
ports of the havoc wrought by floods 
in Chungking, near Hangehow end 
in the provinces of Fukien and Sui- 
yuan, A Chinese “message from 
Foochow states that an earthquake 
which lasted for two minutes oc- 
curred there at 1.40 pm. on June 28. 
Little damage is said to have been 
‘caused, although root tiles were -dis- 
lodged’ and crashed into the streets. 

During the tremors, the people fled 
from their houses, fearing that a new 
calamity was about to afliet them 
in addition to the floods which are 
affecting the Fukien capital with the 
rising of the Min River and its 
trlbutaries. “Houses have collapsed as 
a result of the floods, with articles 
‘of home furniture and farm imple- 
ments mingling with the bodies of 
the drowned, - 

‘Another Chinese message. from 
Hangehow, declares that over twenty 
districts in East Chekiang have been 
flooded, including Haining, Yuhwan, 
Chiashan. Chuchi, Sinchang, Linghai, 
[Chienteb, Hwangyah and Chenghsien. 
Reports that part of the  Chekiang- 
JXiangsi railway in the vicinity - of 
[Chuchi has been disrupted by the

CANTON CURRENCY REFORM 


National Notes Replace Provincial: Rail ‘and 
Harbour Development 


Frost Ovn Own 


Canton, June 25. 

In six short months" Kwanglung. 
Provincial and Municipal Banknotes 
will disappear and from yesterday 
the Provincial Bank ceased giving 
out its currency. The retirement 
of Iocal notes is to be left en- 
rely to the three big banks of Nan- 
king and Shanghai which have as 
‘their special prerogative the printing| 

id circulating of recognized Chinese| 
National Currency. ‘Twice per month 
‘they will make a report on the pro-| 
gress that has been made in reliving 
‘this local money. From each bill a 
‘comer will be snipped, “and these 
‘corners will go back to'the Provin- 
‘lal Bank as its proof of the accuracy 
of the reported Agures. 

There is $337,849,000 in Provincial 
Banknotes ‘outstanding and from 
|January 1 they will cease to be Jegal 
tender. Merchants and others will 
not dare thereafter to express in any. 
‘written agreement the consideration| 
in terms of these Provincial or Munl- 
‘cipal notes, for if they do the agree- 
ment will’ be looked upon by the 
courts as of no binding effect. 

Silver is conspicuous by its absence 
in the big cities and towns of| 
Kwangtung Province; scarcer than 
before, it remains ' the favourite 
medium with the farming lass, and 
in many rural sections the prevailing| 
bartering medium is about half paper| 
and half specie. An extra spurt. is 
fon to diminish the subsidiary coinage 
in popular use to the vanishing 
point, and new restrictive measures 
of the Ministry of Finance have just 
been promulgated in Canton, When- 
ever a silversmith retires from bus 
ness he may not let his wares i 
into other hands, but must dispose 
of them direct to the Provincial Bank, 
which will melt up the vases and 
‘spoons for their . silver content. 
Pawn shops, moreover, which have| 
taken articles made of silver must 
bring them {o the government  de- 
positary if not redeemed within the 
statutory period. 

Concerning itself only with its even 
problem, that of the pay of the civil 
servants, the local Government has. 
announced that its employees will get 
‘in national notes 80 per cent. of what 
they are drawing in Provincial or 
‘Municipal banknotes, "Merchants gen- 

















bbe when national currency instead of 


local notes are circulated.

plays. She went to Hankow and 
Shanghal, where she scored an in 
mediate hit with the Chinese public.

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SUGAR GROWING IN FUKIEN PROVINCE 


Government Proposal for Monopoly: Prices to Be Fixed 
In Order to Protect Farmers 
Frost Oun 9% Commaonoutr 


Putien, Fu, June 25. 

‘The cultivation of sugar cane is 
becoming profitable in these parts, 
specially, on higher ground which 
cannot be irrigated and used for rice. 
Tt is grown from cuttings of cane 
out ‘ine inches in length, which 

re planted in March in rows about 
eight inches apart. After about a 
‘month these begin to shoot, and the 
ground Js then manured. After six 
months the earth between the rows 
fs ploughed up, and bean cake is put 
in as a fertilizer. By November the 
canes have grown to aheight of eight 
oF nine feet, and they are then ready 
for’ cuiting. ‘The leaves which are 
stripped off are used as cattle fodder; 
the stalks, after crushing, and the 
roots, are ‘used as fuel. 

‘The crushing of the cane is done 
locally ‘under very primitive condi- 
tions, A large stone mill is turned. 
by an ox, and the juice, pressed out 
under the ‘heavy stone’ falls into a 
bucket placed beneath. One ox can 
pull for two and a half hours, and in 
that time will press two buckets full 
fof sugar-cane juice. After the juice 
hhag been extracted it is boiled in tron 
pans. Underneath the pan is a dire 
fed with the crushed stalks, so that 
fuel “costs nothing. In bolting the 
‘sugar a little lime is added to make 
it sti. ‘Three pans are boiled, and 
then their contents are put into a 
larger pan, and boiled until the sugar 
ig sticky. ‘Then it is put out on 
large flat wicker trays to cool, and 
finally looks like hard thick slabs of 
toffee. 

Government Monopoly 

No further refining is attempted 
locally. ‘This sugar Js carried away 
and shipped to Foochow, Shangha! 
fand elsewhere. A load of 100 Ib. is 
felching $13 this year; last year, it 
‘was only worth $6, This rise in price 
has given a great impetus to the 
Industry, and more and more land is 
being given over to sugar. - With 
these big profits being made, it is 
not surprising that the Government 
has plans for getting money out of it 
and ‘there is talk of making sugar a 
Government monopoly. 

‘Under the plan there will be offices 
at anchiang to desl with the sugar 
‘which must pass through this centre 
on its way to the boats. Here the 
Brice Is to be €xed, and a charge of 
20 or 0 cents Is to be made on every 
100 Ib. of sugar. The farmers very 
much resent this, and, having hopes 
of getting rich quickly by planting 
sugar, fear that the Government is 
scheming to take away thelr money. 
‘On the other hand the Government 
says that by fixing a price the farm- 
‘ers will be protected should there be 
‘a slump, 

Melt Morphia Trading 

Micit trading in morphia is still 
being carried on in spite of efforts to 
stop it. It is particularly bad in the 
coastal districts. A few years ago it 
‘was a common sight to see a man 
going round the felds with a basket, 
‘and approaching the farmers at work 
‘among thelr crops. is basket con- 
fained a syringe and morphia. For 
10 cents anyone could have a jab. 
This practice has been stopped. 
though there is stil a lot of drug 
dealing in out-of-the-way parts. 

‘A few days ago a man who traded 
in pigs, taking them by boat from 
‘one’ place fo another, was found to 
be dealing in morphia. Twenty-five 
ounces of the drug were found con- 

















eealed in the window of the boat. 
‘The owner of the boat was arrested, 
but three of the men escaped by 


jumping into the sea and swimming 
ashore. The penalty is death for 
those who sell the drug, if they are 
‘caught. 

It is well known to what lengths| 
‘morphia addicts will go to obtain the 
drug for which they erave, Recently 
a man who had been reduced to 
poverty by drug taking, took the 
opportunity of his wife being away’ 
from home to sell her jewelry in 
‘order to buy morphia. He obtained. 
the drug, and injected it, but the 
syringe was not clean, and in a short 
lime he developed blood poisoning 
‘nd died, 

Soldiers Well-Behaved 

‘A well-behaved _ company 
soldiers is stationed her 
‘announced that their alm is 
serve the people, Compared with 
few years ago these soldiers are a 
vast improvement and ‘thelr attitude 
4s civil and friendly instead of rough

IN JUKAO 


Modern Plant Cures Ham 
For Export 
Front Oun Own Consroxoest 


Jukao, Ku, June 23. 
‘Only a fow years ‘ago ‘there were 
120 "Chinese aye-houses in Juleao 
using native dyes and doing ‘a big 
Dusiness. The extent of the business 
done can be measured by the size of 
these establishments. At present this 
type of dye-house fs practically gone, 
‘only about a dozen remaining. ‘The 
fold dye-houses have either becn sold 
for other purposes or are empty. The 
reason for the dropping off of this 
business is attributed to the use of 
imported dyes and the consequent 
change of methods. ‘There are. still 
‘several large emply dye-houses that 
can be bought for far below con~ 
Struction price, ‘This big change took 
place largely’ within the last ten 
ars. 

Formerly there were several large 
ham shops in Jukao, which is known 
for its pork. Its hams are sent to 
all parts of China and abroad, ‘The 
‘method of curing ham, however, is 
‘undergoing a change which has result- 
ed in the closing of several plants. 
‘A modern plant, bullt a few" years 
‘ago and kept up’ exceedingly well, is 
doing a good business. Its hams have 
wide sale, many being. sent to the 
Philippines and the South Seas. 
‘Those hams are prepared for Chineso 
consumption specially, but since. the 
hams are exported, the whole plant 
is under strigt supervision, The Gov- 
ernment hab repeatedly made at= 
tempts to improve the already ex- 
cellent pigs of the Jukao section, and 
‘with good results. At each gale of 
the city are pig markets where little 
igs can be purchased by the farmers 
who want to change their stocks 
Although pigs are sold for consumption 
in the city all the year round, the 
Dig: pig-shipping season is limited to 
‘afew months. Then thousands of 
hhogs are shipped to Shanghai and 
‘other ports, 

Straw Hat Bosiness 


‘The straw hat manufacturing in- 
dustry experienced a great boom this, 
year. ‘Thousands of straw hats of all 
Varieties and prices are at present 
made and sold'in Jukao, During the 
last year many machines for making 
straw hats were introduced and new 
‘shops opened. 

‘The radio, too, is responsible for 
the opening’ of several shops where 
‘all kinds of radio apparatus can be 
bought. “Since we have only current 
‘at night, and not too good at that, 
‘many battery-run radioo are used in. 
the city. 

Finally, the bieyele has become so 
‘common in the Jukao section, in the 
city as well as in the country, that 
scores of bicycle shops have’ been 
‘opened in the city and in the coun= 
try, where small repair jobs can 

ken care of, where’ bicycles 
can be bought, and where they are 
ented at 10 cents an hour. Our people 
are rapidly becoming, bieyele-minded 
‘and the business now amounts. to 
several thousands of dollars each 
‘month in the hsien. ‘The little coun 
try paths are all suitable for bleycle 
trate, but only the wider roads, with 
well-built bridges, can be used by 
rickshaws. ‘Thus the bicycle is bound, 
to win its way and provide a sub- 
stantial income to the dealers, pro- 
vided the number of dealers does 
not increase too much.

DAIREN’S SHIPPING 
" SEASON 


Beans, Though High-Priced, 
Form Export Bulk” 
Frost Oot Own Commsroxoeer 


é Dairen, June 26. 
‘The humble soya bean of some 
motiths ago is rapidly becoming a far 
more precious article, to judge by 
Us present price and the freight 
charged to carry, it to Europe and 
elsewhere, Beans ate now seeing: 
thelr peak price since the memorable 
Slopression ‘year of 1020 while the 
‘Osaka Shoshen Kalshs, the shipping 
Jeompany which carries the greatest 
‘quantities ‘of beans between Man- 
fchoukuo and Japan is lifting its 
freight rates trom July 15 by 20 per 
cent. 

‘Nor is that all as the shipping rate 
‘on staples from this port to Europe 
has more than doubled trom: what 
was considered us normal some time 
‘age Two years ago the freight rates 
‘on beans to European ports fluctuated 
‘between 18 and 18s. per ton while 
at present it costs 475. to move a ton 
from Dairen to Europe. "Only two 
years ago manyovessels lett this port 
in ballast while many others were 
dawdling around the waterfront beg~ 
‘ging for cargoes of staples from here 
at 14 oF 185, ton to Europe. 

‘Bean quoiations on the Dairen pro 
duce market are at the moment 
hovering round Y. 8 per picul which 
Ig about 6 sen per pound or Y. 132 
per long ton, Including the current 
freight rate the cost per ton, exclud~ 
eg port charges Is about Y. 160 per 
fon in European ports.° The weight 
employed for beans in Manchouk 
is usually the metric ton, 

Great Shipping Boom 

‘This is Indeed a great boom time 
for all shipping lines carrying beans 
‘and other staple products from Dairen 
fo Europe, Of these various shipping 
firms the Hamburg-America takes 
frst place. During 1936 this company 
carried 128000 tons of beans from 
Dairen to’ Hamburg and Rotterdam. 
‘The Rickmers line transported 92,000 
tons for the same period, the North 
German Lloyd 64000 tons and. the 
Blue Funnel 6,000 tons. For the 
first four months of this year Ham~ 
ure America ships carried 64,000 
tons of beans to Europe trom here. 

‘The phenomenal rise in freight 
rates, according to the manager of 
fone of the big shipping firms here, is 
partly due to the world-wide shorta 
{in bottoms and congestion in freight 
teaM@e Between the Far. ast and 
North European ports, There is no 
slackening, “however, “in the brisk 
demand for Manchoukuo staples as 
they are needed badly in Europe for 
thelr valuable olls and pfotein-con- 
{alning residue when the oil has been 
extracted. 

Ina minor way the shipping of 
groundnuts from Shantung at Tsingtao 
is witnessing the same rise in price 
and freight rates. 

Despite the active business in beans: 
Agures show that Dairen is not ex- 
porting as much as in former years 
‘and this must be placed. to a large 
extent on the improved facilities of 
the Korean port of Rashin. At 
present nearly 1,500 tons of beans can 
bbe loaded daily at this harbour and 
on company in Dairen is exporting 
round 30 per cent. of its total ship- 
ments from Rashin, 

Risk in Bean Exports 

‘With bean quotations and. treight 
rates as they are a cargo of beans 
‘must bring over £9 10s. if the shipper 
fs to make any profit, according to 
the manager of one of the biggest 
foreign exporters, This businessman 
declares that there is a large Tisie in 
the export of beans to Europe now 
days. At the same time £9 10s, per 
on is a large price to obtain, the 
a 


























highest quotation for beans on the 
European market this year was £10 
5s, on April 7, though this price lasted 
only for one day, tumbling on the 
next by several shillings. 

‘Exporters sending beans to Europe 
at the moment must hope that quota 
tions will be at least £9 10s. when 
the cargo reaches Europe 40 days or 
so afler leaving Dairen. If the price 
is round £10 he makes a handsome 
profit though if it'is around £9 he 
oses heavily. 

‘At that this executive intimated 
that the price was not expected to 
{drop to a point where Dairen shippers 
would sustain losses as there. was 
nothing to Indicate that demand 
}would decline, particularly with the 
trade agreement between Germany 
fand Manchoukuo in operation. 

‘Even if prices for autumn ‘beans 
drop this will still be a memorable 
year for this product upon which the 
fate of the country and its 30,000,000 
people partly depends.

SHEEP REARING IN | 
MANCHOUKUO 


Petrol Deposits Found Near 
Harbin ? 
Prost Oun Own Commronoexe 


Harbin, June 23. 
‘At present much is being written 
fon the question of sheep rearing In 
this country, and purchases have 
been’ made’ of sheep, both from 
Australia and America, for the pur- 
ose of improving the breed and 
getting a better fleece. The main 
point, however, is that the climate 
is not suitable, and no matter what 
breed is brought here, within 2 year 
the fleece becomes rougher, to save 
the animal from the severe winter 
cold. If: the sheep are imported in 
the ‘spring, it Is possible to get a 
fleece equal to that which they give 
in their home country, but by the 
following "year, the quality of the 
‘wool will be much lower, and there 
Is no way of counteracting this. 
From time to time it -has been 
stated that deposits of petroleum 
had been discovered, particularly in| 
the Hingan Range, but in all, cases 
they proved to be Incorrect and after 
large sums of money had been spent, 
in drilling the schemes were given 
up.

IL is genuine realization that Japan 

at last confronts that “crisis” of 
which It has been talking these half- 
dozen years past, plus feith in the 
disinterested “service of Premier 
Prince Fumimaro Konoye, that has 
brought a harmony to the Japanese 
polities) world such as seemed un- 
bellevable a month and more ago. 
The ordinarily conflicting elements 
which make up the new Government 
‘are not co-operating; they are doing: 
‘more than that, ‘They are actually 
‘working in unison. ‘The sole excep- 
tion to. this prevalent national unity 
observable at the moment is the 
Shakhoi ‘Taishuto, or Social “Mass 
party, the politically organized labour 
group in Japan, which still adheres 
fo iis own programme for “the 
salvation of the Empire.” 

It was evident shortly after the 
recent Hayashi Government was 
formed that It could not endure for 
Jong.

When Gen, Senjuro Haya- 
shi, himself a moderate, took over 
the Premlership from the retiring 
Mr. Kokd Hirota he at once antag~ 
onlzed the political parties beyond 
any possibility of reconciliation, He

to one Minsello man and one from 
the Selyukal, but only on condition 
that they quit thelr parties.

Both men refused, and General 
ayashl faced a reconvened Diet s0 
ditterly hostile to him that there 
was little chance of anything being 
accomplished other than the passing 
of tho Budget with some minor al- 
erations, ‘Tho parties, quite as much 
ag the Promier, recognized the 
necessity of enacting the largest 
Budget the Empire has ever known,

‘War OMlce is now conscious of the 
fact that there are such things as 
economies, and that economists are 
best able’ to deal with them. Tt is 
willing to trust thls task to experts, 
but at the same time it feols im- 
ppelied to tell those exports what it 
desires and to ask them to bring this 
about. 

It Is also realized that there must 
be unity of public opinion in sup-

Increase Announced 
In the morning the news that a 
general increase and a more favour- 
‘Able scale of gratuities had been 
sanetioned by the head office in Eng- 
Tand, was announced to the employees.

‘Iwo Britons are Detained by 
Chinese at Chapoo 


At 830 am. on July 3, a merry 
party consisting of two’ Shanghai 
Britons with thelr wives and children 
set off In two cars for a summer 
holiday in Mokanshan, By 9 a.m, the 


whole party was in’ the. “rest 
house at “Chapoo, the | “holiday 
ook” gone “from ‘thelr faces, all 


hope of reaching their destination 
abandoned. ‘The foreigners. in this 
unhappy position were Messrs. J. D. 
‘Adams, of the AP.C., and J. Hart of 
the Shanghal Electric Construction 

. They were incarcerated by the 
Chapoo military authorities following, 
‘an accident which occurred at 8. 
am." On approaching Chapoo, Mr. 
‘Adams, who was driving in front in 
a Hudson Bight Sedan, saw a detach 
metlt of soldiers ahead, He applied 
his brakes, and all of the detachment 
‘except one hopped out of the way. 

‘The one unfortunate who was the 
eeuse of the whole Incident was. a 
youthful soldier from Honan by the 
amie of “Lu, aged eighteen, Lu 
walked right into the side of the car, 
‘and was alightly injured, Mr, Adams 
took’ him to the Chapoo hospital, 
where the soldier was detained. He 
was then preparing to drive on again 
when he Was approached by a small 
arty of soldiers, who placed him 
and his family under arrest, For no 
apparent reason, Mr. Hart, ‘who had 
nothing: whatever to. do ‘with the 
Accident and was following in a hire 
car, ‘was also placed under arrest 
together with his family. ‘The whole 
party were then marched off to the 
Rest House, and placed under an 
armed guard, 


Rescue Party Starts 
Surrounded by a strong escort of 
soldiers, the two men walked (or 
Father marched) to the nearest tele- 
Phone, and rang up the local offices 
of the Asiatic Petroleum Company, 
and H, M, Consulate-General, Both 
quickly set plans in motion for the 
Felease of the two men and” thelr 
families. Three members of the local 
staff of the A.P.C. speeded out to 
Chapoo by car to visit thelr colleague 
and do all they could to secure their 
freedom. Tt was these three knights 
errant who told the "North-China 
Herald” about the incident im- 
‘mediately after thelr return on July 3. 

When we ‘arrived at Chapoo, 
they sald, “we found that the wom 
‘and children had already ‘been 
eased, and had been allowed to return 
fo Shanghai in the hire car, We 
found both men in the rest house 
under armed guard. ‘There was also 
one other man slaying at the guest 
house, who, in order to cheer up the 
‘captives, suggested that they should 
have a game of mahjongg with their 
‘guard: 

“We told them that we would try 

to get them out. and then left tor 
military headquarters. As we were 
Yeaving, one of the soldiers, evidently 
suspecting that we were helping the 
two men to make a ‘clean getaway, 
pointed his pistol threateningly at, us. 
‘Arrived at headquarters, we” inter 
viewed the ofeer in charge, and 
went with him to the hospital to see 
the injured man, He was groaning 
Toudly, but his injuries did not seem 
very serious, 
‘We then went back to headquar- 
ters, but further talking failed to 
scctire the release of the two men, 
so we returned to the Rest House, 
Both men gave us reassuring messag- 
@ to their wives, and with that we 
Jett for Shanghai. ‘The men were 
treated very well by the military 
authorities, ‘but were kept under an 
armed guard wherever they went. 
Hoping, to doubt, to restore the 
hioliday’ spirit to the two captives, 
the oficer in charge told them that 
‘they could bathe—provided that they 
loft thelr trousers. behind as secur 
iy” 






































Released Next Day 

Mr, J. D. Adams and Mr. J. Hart, 
were released at 10 am. on July 4 
and relurned to Shanghai at about 
noon.

Before Striking

John F. Knox, a British subject, on 
[December "28" last, were revealed 
on June 29. 

At was disclosed that the fendish 
ferime, based ong long-standing 
‘grudge which some of his workmen 
at the Shanghai Gas Company enter 

inst Mr, "Knox, was, care 
fully arranged and rehears re 
'C was nally earrled out In Dixwell 
Road, a short distance north of Urga 
}Road, Tt was to have been w “perfect 
jerime,” but’ eheer greed inthe end 
repped its perpetrators, as it was 
extortion on the part of the hired 
assailants which finally: enabled the 
Police to arrest the whole gang. 

Mr, Knox, -who. 1s 29 years old, 
‘had ‘been employed in the works de: 
partment of the Gas Company for.a 
umber of years, Some of his work 
mien, Kompo.and. Yangchow natives, 
resented alleged mistreatment and 
mdignities at his hands and storted 
to plot revenge about a month prior 
to the attack. Instead of seeking, re- 
Gress through regular channels, they 
took the matter into thelr own hands, 
Over little Chinese teacups In 
‘obscure inns of the Yangtszepoo dis. 
friet and” Chapel, they concocted 
thelr geheme to wreak vengeance, 














Use of Lime Rejected 


Several such clandestine meotings 
|were held and it was decided to blind 
itr, Knox while on his way to, work 
‘in "Yanglszepoo, ‘The workers. In- 
volved suggested the use of lime, 
but the hired organizer of the plot 
Insisted that a stronger substance be 
Jemployed to ensure that the victim 
fee thoroughly disabled and would 
Inever have control of the workers 
fogain, It wos finally agreed to use 
strong nitric eld such as can easily 
be obtained in the neighbourhood of 
Chinese metal shops. 

Tt was further decided that. the 
attack must not take place in. the 
vicinity of the Gos Company plant 
fest the “disgruntled labourers be 
suspected, 

Mr, Knox's movements in going to

A. contract for the building of 
three steel twin serew motor lighters 
hhas been signed by the China Mer- 
chants 8.

“The visit of Mr. Chen to Chung- 
iang aroused a great deat of interest 
among. the local. authorities and 
voluntary organizations for the rellet 
of destitute children, who had per- 
haps suffered worst than any other 
affected areas, A. sum of $25,000 has 
‘been contributed locally ag the reliet 
fund for famine orphans in response 
fo an appeal made by Mr. Li Hong- 
wen, Mayor of Chunkiang. Besides, 
@ nancial campaign for funds is 
being conducted by a special. com 
mittee. 

“Through the co-operation of local 
authorities and voluntary’ organiza 
tions, two relief camps were formally

"The clusive bandit was captured 
at 3 am. on July 2 by a detail of the 
Japanese Consular Police, as he was 
fentering a Korean residence on Bub- 
‘bling Well Road. 

Dressed in a Chinese gown and 
looking haggard snd. tired, "Hotta 
‘submitted to the guardians of law and 
order without a struggle. 

It was, however, disclosed that the 
frst two days after his daring escape, 
Holta spent ina. Chinese inn in the 
vieinity of the Great World Amuse- 
ment Gentre, at rhe corner of Yu Ya~ 
ching and Nanking Roads, 


Lodgings Constantly Changed 
Aware of the intensive citywide 
search for him, “Holta thereafter 
moved from one’ lodging to another 
+ in the Chinese city, fearing identifea- 
tion as a Japanese and a subsequent 
report to the police. « 

In its seareh for Hotta, the Japan 
‘ese Consular Pollee avalied itself of 
‘the co-operation of the police auth- 
dorities of the Settlement, the French 
Concession, and Greater’ Shanghai. 

"The Japanese minfons of law did 
not, however, disclose the source of 
the’ tip which led them’ to the 
Bubbling Well address. 

Hotta's escape from his cell came 
‘asa sequel ton 12-month unhappy 
combat with the law. He first broke 
Into headlines in May, 1938, when the 
Sakae Shokal, gramophone dealers on 
Chapoo Road, decided to dispense 
‘with his services after he had muleted 
‘the ‘trm's customers of a large sum 
‘of money. 

‘Transferred to the custody of the 
police, Hotta was taken to. the 
Nagasaki prison, where he remained 
for four months. 

He returned here in January and 
immediately instituted “a one-man 
reign of terror in Shanghal’s Japanese 
community. Rapresenting himselt as 
‘a begear, a detective of the SMP, a 
hop. messenger, and a seaman’ bor- 
wing money for carfare to Woosung, 
‘where tmy ship 18 anchored, 
entered Japanese homes and elther 
borrowed money or took it by less 
gentle means. 


Consular Omelat Robbed 

His first recorded crime atter his 
release from prison, the police sald, 
‘was committed on January 28, when 
hye is alleged to have stolen Y.85 from 
‘the pocket of a suit in the closet of a 
Japanese residence on N, Szechuen 
Road. 

Following two hold-ups of children 
and servants, Hotta committed a fatal 
(or him) mistake of victimizing a 
consular official. On February 25, 
he entered the apartment of Mr. 
Tehiro Aoyagi, head of the politic 
ollee section’ of the Japanese Con= 
Sulate-General, In Pearce Apts, and 
robbed the servant of $2. 

Regarding the capture of Hotta a 
matter of honour, the Consular Police 
‘then Taunched a’ vigorous man-hunt, 
‘Six days later, the police learned that 
Hotta was watching a “gangster” 
‘movie at the Capitol ‘Theatre. 


Police officers wore stationed at the 
theatre doors, ready to nab thelr 
man a9 soon as he left the building. 
But Hotta was stilt a step ahead of 
‘the police. 

Recognizing familiar, although 
dlaliked, faces in’ the lobby, Hotta 
‘made a'dash for the doors and raced 
down Museum Road. He was fnally 
cornered by panting policemen on 
Hongkong Road and triumphantly in- 
stalled in the Consular Police gaol.

Nelghbourliness 


Dr. Szo's address follows-— 

In speaking to you to-day on the 
subject of good neighbours in inter 
national relations, a recent statement 
made by that great South African 
statesman, General Smuts, on the 
European’ situation comes "naturally 
to my mind. This statement was 10 
the effect that one of the prim 
reasons for the existence of unsatis- 
factory international conditions in 
Europe was the fact that the. na- 

ns were In fear of one another. 
"Fear," he said, “is to-day the real 
driving force In our European rela- 
tions. Fear, the meanest of human 
motives, is to-day the master of us 
a.” 

Certainly, conditions in Europe, as 
evidenced by the feverish increase of 
‘armaments, have not Improved, and 
T cannot but contrast, in my mind, 
‘this situation with that which I and 
in America. Instead of becoming 
‘worse, international relations between 
‘the hations of the two American 
continents have improved, 
specially Is this true as to 
ings and relations between the 
peoples of Latin America, that is, of 
‘South and Central America, and ‘the 
people of the United States, and it is 
Dut justice to the United States 
to say that this improvement tias, in 
Jarge measure, been due to enlighten 
ed efforts to that end. 


‘American Imporlalism Feared 

It cannot be denied that, until 
very recent years, the international 
policies of the United States were 
Viewed with considerable suspicion. 
by the governments and peoples of 























the American countriés. When they 
saw Porto Rico.annexed, Cuba more 
oF less controlled, the Panama region 
dominated, and countries lke Haiti, 
Santo Domingo and Nicaragua oc- 
cupied by United States troops, and 
their policies dictated, they were not 
able to convince themselves that the 
United States was without im 
perialist ambitions that might affect 
vemselves. 

‘They disliked even the Monroe 
Doctrine which, though it* appeared 
to serve as a shield of defence for 
themselves as against possible foreign 
conquest or intervention, nevertheless 
it seemed to them to indicate a claim 
by the United States of a sort of 
protective overlordship over them~ 
selves. ‘This fecling was intensified 
by the declaration repeatedly made 
by the United States Government 
that the Monroe Doctrine was one for 
which the United States was solely 
responsible; that the United  States| 
hhad the sole right to define its scope 
and to determine when and under 
what circumstances it should be ap- 
plied. 

“Good Neighbour” Poticy 
I mention these factors of fear, at 
least, of suspicion, because of the 
extent to which, during the last few 
years, they have been removed by 
the "good neighbour” potley which the 
present administration at Washington 
hhas pursued, a polley which it has 
pursued not only in word but also 
In deed, and in the economic as well 
as in the political eld. 

‘Upon its negative side, this “good 
neighbour” policy hag included a de- 
claration by the United States that, 
In the future, she will not for any 
purpose, send her armed forces across 
borders into the territory of a neigh: 
bouring state, and to this declaration 
has given a retronctive effect by 
withdrawing her forces from Latin 
American countries where they were 
‘already stationed. Also, the United 
States has entered into'new treaties 
‘with Cuba and Panama which have 
removed objections felt by. these 
countries to the former treaties. 

‘Upon its affirmative side, the 
United States has sought to give 
content to its “good neighbour” 
policy by negotiating mutually bene- 
ficial trade agreements. 

Pres. Roosevelt's Statement 

‘As to her policy with regard to 
non-intervention in the affairs of 
other American countries, we have 
the following statement by President 
Roosevelt in last December at the 
opening of the Inter-American Con~ 
ference for the Maintenance of 
Peace:

‘A further and striking evidence of 
the possibility of removing fear and 
suspicion of neighbouring states, 
however powerful, is furnished by the 
relations which ‘exist between the 
Dominion of Canada and the United 
States. Here there are two states 
with long contiguous borders and yet 
without any fear by the weaker of 
them of aggression on the part of the 
stronger neighbour. This absence of 
fear upon the part of the Canadians 
is not due to the fact that the in- 
terests of the two countries are, and 
have ‘been, identical. By no means 
hhas"this been the case. 

‘There have been In the past fre- 
‘quent controversies, some of them

the United States and Great Britain 
Jn the course of which Canada was 
Wwlee invaded by American troops:

Accompanied by_ several ofeials 
from Kwangtung, Gen, Wu travelled 
fo Shanghat in the ss, President Mc~ 
Kinley. He will attend the colobra- 
tlons of the tenth anniversary of the 
founding of the Shanghai City Gov- 
ernment before proceeding to Kuling 
to interview Gon, Chiang: Kal-shek. 

Ina written statement issued to 

the press, Gon. Wu expressed gratifl- 
cation ‘at the ‘political and financial 
stability of the provinee. He also 
Announced that a reconstruction pro- 
gramme for Kwangtung had been 
Outlined on his assumption of office, 
It would cover the four. important 
‘elds, politieal, nancial, cultural and 
agricultural, 
Particular attention would be paid 
to construction work in rural dis: 
{riels, Gen, Wu said, Tt would not 
only ‘help solve “Kwangtung's food 
roblem, but also contribute to the 
Construction programme of the entire 
nation. 

Such tasks as military training, 
national defenee, bringing economic 
f'liet to the people and laying the 
Industrial foundations for the prov- 
Ince would be pushed.

Questioned as to his present trip, 
General Wu Te-chen said that, 
sides attending the 10th anniversary 
of the Greater Shanghai Municipal 
Government, his primary purpose 
was to proceed to Kuling to report 
to the Central authorities on actual 
conditions in the provinee of Kwang 
tung following his assumption of 
office as elvil governor.

hal was held on June 29 for Miss, Mary 
St. Clair Ford, wife of Major-J. 
Ford, treasurer, and controller of the 
Shanghal Municipal Council, Mrs. 
Ford. died suddenly at the German 
Hospital, Pelping, on June 25. The 
festeem in which Mrs. Ford was held 
‘by all sections of the foreign com- 
munity was shewn by the attendance 
‘at the memorial service, held at Holy 
‘Trinity Cathedral in the afternoon, of

7 would like further to point out 
that, although it was generally be- 
Veved at the time that the baby 
slant panda brought to Shanghai from 
Szechuen nearly a year ago by Mrs. 
Harkness was the ‘first live one to 
have been secured by a Western 
explorer, this Ig not the case. It 
Seems that Dr, ‘Hugo Welgold, the 
‘well known German ornithologist 
nd scientife explorer. accompanied 
by Herr Walter Stoctzner, secured a 
live one in 1914 In the same country 
ag that in which Mrs, Harkness 
Secured hers. It was only a few 
months old. “Unfortunately they had 
hot prepared for such an eventuality 
fand so had nothing in thelr stores 
fon which to feed the young animal 
With the result that it soon died.

‘Ruseell. who carried out a collecting 
expedition in the same territory last 
autumn and winter, is reported to

resbectively. 

‘The (wo officials of the Ministry of 
Finanee, who were summoned to 
Nanking and. put under surveillance 
in the Ministry's bullding, were not 
present in Court.» Mr. H, ¥. Mob. 
chairman of the “Chinese ‘Cotton 
Goods Exchange, and several others, 
including a representative. of the 
Ministry of Industry, which con- 
ducted the investigation into mani- 
ulations, attended, The inquiry was 
adjourned sine die, 

According. to Mr, Moh, prices tor 
yarn jumped $0 in six weeks. ‘The 
vapid rise was caused by two factors: 
rumours of inflation and lack of 
supply, Formerly, over 100,000 bales 
of yarn were obtainable for imme- 
Ginie delivery, but this number was 
teduced to a mere 20,000 bales after 
‘May,the continued. He sald he did 
not know. elther offclal, nor did he 
know if both of them had actually- 








dealt in cotton yarn on the market. 
‘Rumours were current on the market 
then that Mr. Sheng Sheng-yi was

Ministry's Investigation 

‘Mr. Kwong Yung-wen, attached to. 
the Ministry of Industry, told the 
Court that some of the brokers had 
withheld certain books, thus render- 
ing the investigation dificult, It 
would appear, however, from. the 
recent inquiry’ that Mr. Wu Chi-ting 
was involved in dealings on the 
market both in May and June.

‘was really thelr client, dealing in 
Government bonds, Mr. ‘Tal was 
countant of the Klangsu-Chekiang 
Bank of which Mr. Wu Chi-ting was 
[she managing director. ‘The name of 
‘the offielal was put in the book for 
reference. 

‘According to Mr. Tal, he was a 
shareholder of a cotton yarn firm 
ind_was formerly employed at the 
‘Klangsu-Chekiang Bank. He did not 
know why the brokerage firm which 
dealt in Government bonds put Mr. 
‘Wu's name in his account, 














Mass Prosecution 


Sixteen men and four . women 
younded up recently in a series of 
raids conducted by detectives from 
the Crime Brarch Headquarters in 
the Settlement, French Concession, 
Nantao and Chapel, were brought 
before the First Special District 
Court on July 2 for a special hearing. 

Only ten of the prisoners were 
charged by the S.M., Police, four being 
‘accused of committing armed rob- 
beries, one being charged with 
possession of paraphernalia for mak- 
ing counterfeit 20-cent coins. while 
five were accused of unlawful posses- 
sion of firearms with intect to put 
them to criminal use.

ANCE'S Government crisis is believed ended with the passage 
of the Government's Financial Plenary Powers Bill in the 
Chamber of Deputies and the Senate, late this evening, passed

The Senate's Finance Commission adopted the Bill by twenty 
votes to three. Among the twelve abstentions were M, Joseph 
M. Caillaux, president of the Commission, and M. Pierre Laval, 


former Premier. 


Earlier this afternoon, ‘after debate was twice 


suspended by uproars, the Chamber of Deputies passed the Bill 


‘by 380 to 228 votes. 


‘M, Georges Bonnet, the Minister of Finance, 


just before the division, intimated that London and Washington 


assented fo his proposal to allow 


the frane to drop to 125 to £1, 


‘The Chamber's Finance Commission had adopted the Bill un- 
amended last night by seventeen votes to sixteen, five Communists 


and three Socialists abstaining. 


M, Vincent Auriol, M. Bonnet’s predecessor, explained in the 
lobby of the Chamber after the debate, that funds at the disposal 
of the Treasury stood at Frs. 2,459,000,000 when M. Blum’s Plenary 
Powers Bill was tabled in the Chamber on June 15. 


Funds were reduced to Frs, 1,400, 
000,000 when the Senate's vote 
‘June 20 led to the fall of M. Blum's 
Cabinet. When M. Chautemp's Gov- 
‘ernment was formed on June 23, there

In fact the Leader of the Opposition, 
Mr, Curtin, “has charged Mr, Lyons 
with running away to London with- 
out honouring his undertaking 10 
ive Parliament a full opportunity of 
discussing’ the agenda for the Con- 
ference, Judgment on this point must 
be deferred until Mr. Lyons returns. 
‘He may be able to refute the charge, 
or convineingly plead extenuating 
clrumstances as an adequate excuse. 
But there is no doubt about the fact 
that. nelther “Parliament nor public 
opinion sanctioned such a proposal, 
‘There was no preliminary testing of 
public opinion in the Press, and the 
report of Mr. Lyons’ speech in Lon- 
don came as a complete surpris 

In some quarters there is a strong 
suspicion that Mr, Lyons is trying to 
exploit the Imperial Conference. to 
strengthen his party for the elections 
ue before the end of this year, For 
some months the Government has 
een losing its grip on popular sup- 
Port, and the Opposition suggest that 
its only hope of being returned to 
office will be to stage a patriotic 
‘appeal based on the need for execut 
ing an Empire defence scheme al- 
most certain to emerge from the 
Conference, By coupling this with 
a plan for pacifcotion of the 
Paclfle the Government would avold 
any charge of pursuing a militarist 
policy, Other critics, less kindly, 
suggest that Mr. Lyons acted at the 
instigation of other interests, and 
consider the Primo Minister ‘should 
confine his activities exclusively to 
‘Australian affairs, 


Unfair to Prime Minister 


‘This 4s rather unfair to Mr. Lyons, 
whose work for Australia ducing the 
Aimeult years that he has been in 
office can hardly be too highly com- 
‘mended, It Is also unfortunate be- 
cause his. political opponents may 
Attack the Pacifle Pact proposal, for 
lectioneering purposes, while actual- 
ly incomplete aecord with its 
sims. 

From the purely Australian point 
of view the proposal was ill-timed. 
‘The Australian people most certain- 
ly want peace, not only in the Pacifle 
Dut throughout the world. ‘The 
believe in international, co-operation, 
if other nations can be trusted to co- 
operate, but thelr former i 
collective security has been 









































by the failure of the League 
Nations to prevent aggression 
‘Manchuria, Abyssinia ‘and Spain. 


‘They would undoubtedly support a 
Pacifle Pact if the sanctity of treaties 
could be convincingly demonstrated, 
but thoy are unlikely to favour the 
Aecepiance of one-sided obligations, or 
allow themselves to be lulled into a 
Sense of false security by any more 
‘seraps of paper” that can be torn 
up with impunity, Mr. Lyons’ ap- 
parent failure to appreciate thls may 
bbe regarded as a measure of the ex- 
tent to which the Government has 
Grifted out of sympathy with public 
opinion in recent months. 


‘An Early Election 

‘This and other symptoms of 
estrangement have inspired forecasts 
of an carly election, ‘The life ot the 
present Parlidment will not expire 
Before December, but it is suggested 
that the Government's | waning 
popularity may render a whirlwind 
campaign as soon as delegates re- 
turn from the Imperial Conference 
expedient. ‘This would have obvious 
“Gavantages, ‘The tremendous patriotic 
Cnihusiasm aroused by the Corona~ 
lon would react in favour of the 
Government, and if ambitious plans 
for Imperial defence are adopted in 
Loridon the Government can plead 
‘the desirability of retaining in ofice 
the ministers who have benefited by 
onsiltation with representatives, of 
Great Britain and the other 
Dominions. It is also regarded as 
‘significant that Mr. Lyons has can- 
celled his projected visit to the 
“United States, and is returning home 
fas speedily as possible. 


Second Serious Reverse 

‘During the Prime Minister's ab- 
sence the Government has suffered 
another serious reverse, ‘The present 
‘United Australia Party Government 
relies on the support of the Country 
Party, several of whose members are 
included in the Ministry. Shortly 
Lefore Mr, Lyons departed for Lon- 
don the Gwydir seat, held by the 
* Couniry Party; fell Vacant through 
‘the appointment of its member, Mr. 

















Abbott, as Administrator of the 
Northern Territory. In the by-elecy 
lon that followed the United. 
Australia Party decided not to con- 
fest the seat. The Country Party, 
however, concentrated all its strength 
on winning what was regarded as 
a significant election, and lost con- 
siderable prestige by’ the success of 
the Labour Party candidate. 

Despite the efforts of the United 
‘Australia Party to disassociate itsel 
from this reverse, the election was 
enerally construed as a defeat of the 
Government parties, ‘The Labour 
Party was greatly encouraged by its 
success, and is preparing for the 
ext general election with more con- 
‘idence and unity than it has known 
for several years, ‘The significance, 
however, of the by-election has been 
somewhat exaggerated. Gwydir is a 
notoriously fekle electorate, and the 
Country Party candidates were not 
helped in thelr campaign by the fact 
that the retiring member's appoint- 
‘ment ag Administrator was unpopular 
in the Northern Territory and severe- 
ly criticized in the Press. ‘This was 
due to Mr. Abbott's former associ 
ion with ‘interests concerned wi 
The commercial development of the 
‘Territory, which many people con-

‘Tantalite Rush 


‘During the past month the Terrie 
ory has been the scene of a minor 
rush to secure control of tantalite de- 
posits, Tantalite is a metal used in 
slloys sultable for high-speed cutting 
tools. With the rearr 

this rare metal is in 
‘and its market price has risen rapid- 
ly. ‘The only ‘deposits. of any im- 
portance are in North Australia, ond 
Until recently one owner enjoyed 
virtually a world monopoly of its 
production, 

Several foreign experts are now in 
the Territory prospecting for payable 
deposits, and a number of small 
claims are befng worked. One r 
sident of Darwin discovered tantalite 
in his backyard, and although he only 
works the claim in his spare time, has 
become one of the leading producers 
of tantalite in the world. ‘Thus wide 
ly “are the economic benefits of 
Fearmament dispersed, 

‘Various ofer valuable minerals 
are believed to exist in ixolated parts 
of North Australis, and the Govern- 
‘ment is conducting’ extensive surveys 
to determine their economic pos- 
sibilities, Such surveys have been 
really simplified by the use of aero- 
lanes, though flying over almost un- 
Known country is not without its 
dangers. One party has been 
marooned for the last week through 
4 forced landing in the heart of the 
desert. “Water and provisions are be- 
ing delivered by parachute from 
other planes while a despised but 
efficient camel team plods over the 
miles of sand and spinifex with sup- 
plies of petrol and tools to clear a 
runway for the plane so that the 
arly can return. 

Insuperable Obstacles 
In such country even the most 
valuable deposits can not be profit- 
ably developed, Lack of water, in- 
tolerable heat and the high cost of 
transport are the incuperable ob- 
stacles to the development of the in- 
ferlor, ‘These are the reasons for 
Australia's “great open spaces” so 
often criticized by those who ean not 
understand Australia’s. inability to 
absorb an ‘unlimited number of 
migrants from countries anxious to 
dispose of their surplus population, 
A visit to the interior would speedl- 
ly ‘convince them that a great part. 
ot the continent Is t for neither man 

In northern Queensland, however, 
recent surveys have disclosed what 
Promises to be a rich new goldfleld. 
‘The area has been carefully surveyed 
‘and the deposits tested sufficiently to 
indleate their possibilities, A road 
is being ‘cut through dense tropical 
Jungle, “and the field should be in 
}production before the end of the year. 
But only very rich deposits can be ex- 
Ploited in a country. where costs of 
Production are necessarily high, and, 
if the Government surveys accom- 
plish nothing else, they will protect 
the public from investing in mining 
enterprises that have cost the unwary 
investor dearly in the last few years.

Shanghai Charges Negligible 
‘Compared te English

London, June 9. 

Old residents of Shanghai on 
retiring to England have at least one 
memory. (which is not to say they 
may not have others) for. which they 
sigh. ‘That is Shanghal's electricity 
‘supply. 

‘There 1s no public service in Eng- 
Jand so ill co-ordinated and in many 
districts so. grossly overcharged as 
electricity. “Inthe International 
Settlement our electric light bills 
‘were negligible; even in the French 
Concession, they wero nothing to 
worry about. “Here in our village 20 
miles from Hyde Park Corer, and, 
[served from a considerable. river-side| 
town which” boasts at least two 
flourishing Industries, we are charged 
Sid. a unit, and only get a 100- 
volt-service (which is simply ante 
ailuvian) and indifferent at that, 
‘There Is also a strong report that our| 
‘company manufactures no electricity 
Hself but buys it trom Chiswick at| 
3d. a unit and merely converts it to 
our voltage. 

‘Yet we are perhaps fortunate, 
‘There ore far bigger places than| 
ours, nearer London, where as much| 
as 84, Is charged. 

'For years an agitation has been| 





going on to get better treatment for 
Consumers, lower charges and more 
uniformity in them. A Commission| 
was set up not long ago. presided| 
‘over by Lord McGowan, which re- 
‘commended a series of amalgamations 
‘and groupings of suppliers and rates| 
to be charged.

‘Trade between Burma and China 
falls naturally into two classes, 
trade and overland trade, and heavy.

by sea. Burma is primarily an agri- 
cultural country and rice Is by far 
her most important product. She is 
In fact the largest rice-exporting 
country inthe world and her ex- 
ports of cleaned rice have risen in 
the last two generations from a few 
hundred thousand tons to about 
3,300,000 tons, which is more than 
the combined exports of Slam and 
French Indo-China, her two rivals in 
‘the trade, 

‘One of the most prominent fea- 
tures of this trade is the change that 
hhas taken place in the last 20 years 
in the proportions of the rice-crop 
which go to India and to the rest of 
the world. Before the war, India 
took about one-third and the rest of 
the world about two-thirds; of recent 
years. the proportions have been 
Foughly reversed. The reasons for 
this are various. 

Free Trade for Three Years 


For one thing, as long ss Burma 
‘as part of India there was of course 
‘no Customs barrier, and free trade 
Between the two countries has been 
continued for the @rst three years 
after separation by the Indo-Burma 
‘Trade Agreement, so that Burma is 
assured of an open market for her 
rice in India. Also the population of 
India grows faster than her produc- 
tion of foodstuffs, and the demand 
steadily Increases, ‘and Burma has an 
advantage in freight to India over 
Siam and Indo-Chin 

‘Similar advantages apply to a great 
extent to Ceylon and Malaya which 
Femain steady markets, but other 
markets are far less satisfactory. The 
war upset the Europe market and St 
has fiever recovered: rice is more of 
‘a luxury than a staple food in Euro 
pean countries at any time, and the 
inereased production of Spain and 
Italy, and the Customs barriers which 
econdmle nationalism has erected in 
nearly every European country have 
serjously affected the trade. 

‘Japan, which used to take con- 
siderable quantities, has become al- 
‘most self-supporting, and the Nether.

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INCONSEQUENCES 
‘By Lammaron 


‘A correspondent recently diew a 
slowing picture of the Shanghai of 
the future, wonderfully provided 
with a network of efficent traffic 
facilities disposing of present in 
‘conveniences and congestions. When| 
‘@Shanghailander meets a Londoner 
‘and the two are engaged in the 
pleasant rivalry of acclaiming the 
merits of their respective cities, 
‘they perhaps may find material in 
the attempt to decide which has 
the greater trafic congestion. No 
prize will be given for any solution 
of this problem or for arguing 
‘where the palm should be given. 

‘The history of London's trafic is 
old and full of incident, and may 
have lessons even for Shanghal. At 
all events London has produced a 
historian in Mr. Vernon Sommer- 
field, who in a modest brochure of| 
just ‘over 70 pages has graphically 
fold the story of the events which 
have led up to the creation of the 
London Transport Board, whose 
difficulties with its busmen, only 
‘a few days ago, occupied a pro- 
minent place in London's thought: 

Henry VIII and Queen Elizabeth 
may almost be given the credit for 
starting public transport in London, 
In spite of his preoccupations on 
the Continent and in arranging his 
domestic affairs, Henry VII found 
time to order the paving of Holborn, 
Shoe Lane and Fetter Lane so tha 
‘they might be made less perilous 
for the King's subjects “on horse. 
back, as on foot and with carriages.’ 
Elizabeth, with true flial devotion, 
‘carried on the good work of repav- 
ing Fleet Street, Temple Bar and 
Bishopsgate, and with her masterful 
sense of economy ordered the 
‘ground landlords to construct the 
necessary drainage channels for the 
proper ‘completion of the enter 
prise 














‘So in Tudor times coaches found 
thelr way into the London streets. 
‘They had no seat for the driver, 
‘who travelled on one of the horses, 
and it was considered bad form 
‘and womanish for men to ride in 
‘them, ‘The vested interests of the 
‘watermen objected, but the coaches 
had come to stay—at least until the 
beginning of the 17th century when 
Captain Bailey introduced the 





“hackney coach, still with driver on 


horseback, to seat one or two pas~ 
Sengers. ‘The name was derived 
from the fact that the horses were 
of the “hackney” breed—a word 
implying that they were hired o: 
hacked, its application being even- 
‘tually given to the coach and not 
to the animal which drew it. It is 
interesting'to observe how tenacious 
tradition is, for to-day the taxi driver 
carries his’ authority, as a notice in 
his taxi shows, as the, operator of 
a “hackney carriage.” Charles I, 
with his'inveterate penchant for de- 
fending lost causes, objected to the 
multiplication of’ the hackney 
coaches on the ground that they 
increased London's traffic conges- 
tion—but he failed there, as in 
Digger things. ‘There were 50 
coaches plying for hire in London 
in 1637—300 years ago—they had 
‘tecome 1,000 in 171. 


-But London owes much to for~ 
‘eigners for the development of her 
traffic, ‘The cab came from France 
to succeed the hackney coach—it 
‘being an abbreviation of the French 
word cabriolet —and ironically 
enough was adopted by London 
in ‘Trafalgar year, Still Mr. 
Hansom, of Birmingham, in 1834, 
achieved the most spectacular’ 
advance of the 19th century by 
introducing the two-wheeled vehicle 
‘known as the “Lon- 

‘and was the fashion- 
able means of transport right up 
to the time of the naughty nineties. 
It was in the nineties, in fact, 
‘that the first recorded motor 
omnibus made its appearance, in 
Diamond Jubilee year, when Seot~ 
Jand Yard licensed an electrical 
vehicle, But before reaching that 
point it is necessary to explain how 
‘the omnibus got on to the London 
‘streets, | Quaintly enough, | the 
‘esponsibility must be traced back 














Yh-century Paris the original 
‘omnibus, and it was introduced into| 
London by a coach-builder, George 
Shilibeer, who had set up business 
in Paris as a bus-builder. Coming 
to the conclusion that it would pay 
fo ‘run’ this vehicle in London, 
Shillibeer, on July 4, 1620—exactly 
108, years ago to the day_—started a 
service between the “Yorkshire 
Stingo”, in Marylebone, and the 
Bank, by way of Somers Town and 
City Road. 


He advertised the vehicle as be- 
ing in the Parisian style, and he| 
received a very good press for this! 
innovation, which accommodated 
16-22 people, the charges being one 
shilling for ‘the full journey and 
sixpence for the half-way stage. 
Shillibeer was far in advance even| 
of the present century, for he sup- 
plied his passengers with books and| 
newspapers. Unfortunately this| 
benevolence was misplaced, the| 
literature. disappeared from _the| 
vehicles and the amiable attempt 
to combine transportation with in- 
struction had to be abandoned. 
Moreover, Shillibeer himself lost| 
money on the whole enterprise, 
although he had proved the need| 
for its existence and other pro- 
prietors soon came on the road. 
Competition lowered fares and the 
threepenny bus came to be an in- 
stitution as well recognized as the 
twopenny post. 


But Paris had not given up its 
mentorship of London, and it may 
be surprising to the patriotic 
cockney to learn that the London 
General Omnibus Co., which may 
be said to have eventually formed 
the backbone of London's traffic 
was started in Paris in 1855, when 
Anglo-French friendship was being, 
cemented in the Crimean War, as 
the Compagnie Générale ‘des 
‘Omnibus de Londres. ‘Three years 
later it was reconstituted as an 
English company under the name 
which made it famous, although it| 
actually started operations in 1856,| 
and, not satisfied with the adapt-| 
ability of the French design for 
London streets, offered a prize for! 
‘an improved type of vehicle, which 
was won by Mr. Miller, of Ham- 
mersmith, Although smaller bus 
companies operated, the London 
General speedily asserted its supre~ 
macy, so that in 1856 it owned 600 
venicies, or three-quarters af the 




















‘The last general horse bus disap- 
peared from London in 1911, fourteen, 
years after the first motor’ omnibus, 
had made its appearance in the 
streets. ‘The change from a large| 
and costly fleet of horse buses could 
hot have been more quickly effected, 
especially when the necessity for 
tong and expensive experiments 
with engines and chassis to produce 
the right type of vehicle is taken 
into account. 


Foreign pioneer work in London 
again showed itself with the com. 
ing of the tramways. Even the 
oldest inhabitant of Bayswater| 
‘would probably be indignant if he 
were told that there was once a 
tramway linking up Marble Arch 
with Notting Hilt Gate. But the 
statement would certainly be cor~ 
rect, for George Francis Train, an 
American engineer who had built 
tramways in Boston, US.A., laid 
down that line in 1861, though it 
was quickly taken up, and general~ 
ly the coming of the trams was 
resisted by vested interests in Lon- 
don, so that the first regular line 
was not opened until 1870. Those 
well acquainted with modern his- 
tory know that the trams were kept] 
at’ a distance from the purely 
‘metropolitan area, and right up to 
the advent of the London County 
Council the tram terminus nearest 
to Charing Cross was probably at 
the point where Hampstead Road 
becomes merged in Tottenham | 
Court Road at the junction with 
Euston Road. 

‘The first tramway in London’ 
regularly operating was between. 
Brixton Station and Kennington 
Gate, in 1870, and it was followed 
‘a week later by the opening of one 
between ,Whitechapel Church and 
Bow Church. Before then a railway. 
had penetrated the metropolitan 








to the French theologian and 
amathematiclan, Pascal, for he gave 


line was opened from Paddington, 


Bishop's Road to Farringdon| 
Street. The next year the Metro-| 
politan District Railway was in-| 
corporated, and in 1868 Its frst| 
‘section was opened between High 
‘Streét, Kensington, and Gloucester 
‘Road,’ and the Metropolitan: Rail~ 
way ‘Extension from Baker Street| 
‘to ‘Swiss Cottage also came into 
/existence. 

In one respect London refused to 
defer to forelgn leadership and| 
herself led the world by opening| 
‘the first tube railway, in 1869, be-| 
tween the Tower and Bermondsey. 
‘This railway carried passengers by. 
cable car, but when the Tower| 
Bridge was opened in 1894 it was| 
ignominiously deprived of its pas-' 
senger status and has been used| 
lever since for carrying the hydraulic| 
‘mains beneath the Thames. 

‘The Inner Circle, beloved of Lon-| 
doners, was completed in 1884, its 
transport function being the linking| 
up of the Metropolitan and District 
| Railways. It rapidly came to be a 
familiar feature of ‘London life, but 
nowadays its individuality seems| 
to have been almost entirely lost 
in the general level of comfort and 
elegance ‘brought about by the 
electrification of the whole service. 
Old Londoners still remember the| 
peculiar mixture of fog and smoke 
which attended their adventures on| 
the Inner Cirele. In those days of| 
dim lighting the experts more| 
readily knew the location of the 
station at which they had arrived, 
by the particular odour of the 
atmosphere than by an ability to 
read the writing dn the dirty lamps 
and mildewed walls, 

Students of that curious institu- 
tion known in China as “squeeze”| 
‘would be surprised to know that it 
Was a recognized feature of omnibus 
organization in London up to 1891. 
In that year the employees of the: 
General” Omnibus Co. went on. 
strilce because of the introduction of 
‘a roll ticket system. The new 
method was resisted because 
hitherto the conductors had paid 
themselves and the drivers out} 
of the day's takings. ‘This system 
permitted a leakage in the receipts. 
in which horse-keepers, _time- 
keepers and other employees also 
had thelr share. However, virtue 
Drevailed, the sirike lasted’ only a 
week, and to-day the suggestion 
that "a bus conductor seeks re- 
muneration except through the 
recognized channels would be pro- 
perly and indignantly resented, 


Although the. Tower and Ber- 
mondsey has the honour of being 
the first tube railway in the world, 
the first tube to come into existence 
and maintain its functions was the 
City and South London Railway, 
opened in 1890, trom King Willia 
Street to Stockwell. ‘The Central 
London Railway was incorporated | 
fn 1891, and it took nine years to} 
build. Known because of its uni 
form fare as the “Twopenny Tube,” 
this line from Shepherd's Bush to| 
the Bank may be said to have 
thoroughly popularized a system 
which now has spread itself under-| 
ground to the enormous aceelera~ 
tion of London's traffic. 


‘There was another tube planned| 
in 1892 which had a curious his- 
tory. The idea was to provide it| 
with tunnels of a sufficient diameter| 
to accommodate the main line pas- 
senger rolling stock, and this now 
is known as the Great Northern and| 
City Railway, but it has never been| 
used for main line trains, as the| 
original scheme for through running! 
fon the Great Northern Railway did. 
not materialize. ‘This Great North- 
ern and City Railway was actual 
ly opened in 1904, and two years| 
later the Bakerloo Tube from Baker| 
Street to Lambeth also opened. 


‘The expansion of London's Tubes, 
‘Trams, Buses, and the other linked 
‘means of transport has of course 
had an important bearing on the 
housing problem. Just as built-up 
areas have sprung up as the by- 
ass road cut through the country- 
side so quaint snd depressingly| 
regimented suburb haye clustered| 
round the new Tube railway heads. 
Thirty years ago Golder’s Green| 
was what its name implied, a| 
village of green fields. ‘Then came| 
the Tube railway from Hampstead.| 
‘That was in June 1907. Two years|

Shrikes and Magpies Make Merry Round Chefoo : 


Conduct Prize to 


Humble Sparrow

There are ‘those birds again! What 
is it all about? 1 though the shrikes 
were pleasant little birds and not the 
rogues that they are supposed to be. 
‘Yet here they” are, day alter day, 
waging a relentless and. unprovoked 
war on poor Innocent magpies, who 
are showing a highly commendable 
meekness in thelr reception of these 
aitentions. 

Tt must not be thought that I hold 
‘ony brief for the magpies. I dislike 
them heartily and should like to see 
and hear less of them altogether. But 
jin oll fairness one must see both 
sides, and apart from the hideous 
piercing of His ery the Chinese mi 
ple is a fairly exemplary bird. 
‘Rot aware that he filches rings oF 
other Ilttle trinkets from the homes of 
mankind, as his European and Ameri- 
can cotisins are supposed to do, 

‘The worst theft he can be accused 
Jof, so far as my knowledge goes, is 
the bent Iron stay of a cycle mud- 
guard, equally useless to man or 
bird, but discovered as the sole ob- 
ject ‘with any connection with human 
beings, when a nest was explored by 
someone with a taste for such adven- 
tures a year or two ago. And even 
that might not have been the work 
‘of the magpies but of the later tenants, 
& pair of red-legged falcons who were 
‘engaged at the time in a furious sult 
‘against the magpies. 

‘As to the shrikes T rather like them. 
‘They are ornamental, not too des- 
tructive, and moderate in their chat- 
ter—compared with the magples. And 
T have always cherished a fecling 
that these small shrikes were malign- 
ced on the strength of the misdeeds of 
their larger relatives. But this month 
they have come out of their way to 
show themselves as little bullies. For 
‘long time anyone with ears to hear 
hhas noticed that magpies and shrikes 
In conjunction mean noise and dis 
putation, and most of us assumed 
that the larger birds were the aggres- 
sors and that the little visitors were 
putting up a justifiable defence of 
home and property.

‘Ml. Omel lies just 160 miles south- 
west of Chengtu and is connected 
with It by a good macadamized road, 
‘The excellence of the Toad is, as 
usual, due tothe fact that ‘Gen, 
Chiang Kal-shek resided on the 
mountain for some months about 
two years ago. ‘The bridges, how: 
ever, "have got. positively dangerous 
with Inge “holes and loose rotten 
planks. ‘To these latter I aseribe the 
fact that T had no less than three 
unetures on the short run, and only 
Feached the foot of the mountain in 
‘the late afternoon Instead of at noon, 
8 T ought to have done. 

‘There are two large rivers to be 
grossed en route, ‘The Arst, the Min 
River, has two’ branches, one of 
whieh Is fordable by cars in. dry 
weather, the water belng ‘about six 
te mine’ inches deep and the ford 
marked with flags, On my return 
Journey, ‘there having been heavy 
rain Jn the hills, the water had 7 
nearly twice as’ high and same over 
the running boards of the car. By 
getting coolies to push the car, and 
ot starting the engine, T managed 
to get through without’ damage: but 
how a car could cross ifthe. river 
rose much further, 1 do not know. 
At the other river, a branch of the 
Klating, the ferry'is worked in a 
curious way, by two different sets of 
Topes moored to” ‘small. boats an- 
Uhored in midstream, The ferry 
is pulled uy ‘on the first 
rope, placed at the correct angle and 
shot’ out Into, mid-stream by the cur- 
rent, when the first rope is dropped 
and’ the second picked up, and the 
‘process. repeated the other way 
about. 

‘The road fees are not cheap, as T 
had to pay $12 In road and ferry tolls 
for this short distance. One ean 
hire a private car to Omel and back 
for about $130, but the cheapest way 
of getting there from Chengtu is by 
the bus to Loshan (Kiating) which 
you leave at a place called Chia- 
‘chang, trom where you can do th 
yemaining 25 miles by rickshaw oF 
Utter ‘to the large temple of Pao- 
kuossu at the foot of the mountain, 

Mt Omel a Sti Climb 

‘Omel is quite w mountain: between 
10,500 and "11,000 ‘feet, and 
‘itift climb indeed, 
force, with a. well 
Ughtly-laden porters it~ would be 
possible to make the ascent in one 
‘ay. But as the weather at the top 
is always very “uncertain, and 
one's transport is quite an expen: 
sive item, there is no point in doing 
80, unless one 1s pressed for time.

tains I have visited, the greater part 
of the ascent is. by thousands of 
stone steps which go up the hill 
aide at a very steep angle and ‘make 
the climb dimeult and tiring.

‘The temples at the top appeared 
fo be undergoing repair; some were 
half pulled down; planks and beams 
lay scattered about in the mud In 
at directions; and the whole scene 
tn the pouring ain was one of 
éesolation. The chief ‘sights on the 
sammit are, however, the magnificent 
Panoramas,’ the distant view of the 
jsnow-covered ‘peaks on the ‘Tibetan 
loorder, and “Buddha's Glory.” This 
lost is the magnified shadow of a 
person standing at the edge of the 
plateau reflected in the clouds below 
by the sun at hig back.

Land-Taxes Collected in Advance 
Land-taxes collected for years in 
pavance are a typleal example of the

case, but T have no reason to doubt 
the ‘Agure of 02 years given me by 
another Informant who had lived for

Other Megat Levies 
Another great source of revenue 
fs the rice-production tax, a tox 
Htevied directly by the military, whieh 
at times, 1 was told, ‘has mounted 
to 90 per cent. of the market value 
Jot the’ rice, until in some districts 
the peasants in despair had giving 
jup the impossible task of growing 
rlee on such terms. In one district 
through which T passed, the milltary 
were actually exacting’ a super-tax 
‘of $1 per bag on rice that was being 
exported to famine districts. 

Business, in its turn, 1s milked by 
the terrife provincial import duties 
(the famous’ so-called iMegal taxi 
tion). I did not go into the actual 
‘detalis, as they seem both arbltary 
Jand fluctuating, according to time 
fand space. But T know the fgure 
for one product in which 1 was mot 
nearly concerned: the tax on  gaet 
ene, which is 35 per cent. of the In- 
voice ‘value, 

‘The provincial import duties afford 
{the military further sources of proft, 
fn that they bring in cargoes free 
of tax which they sell in shops open- 
ed by themselves or in firms where 
Jsome military person is the titular 
head. For no concern of any alte 
ig allowed (0 exist In Chengtu, un- 
less it is prepared to share its profits 
with the military. ‘What chance the 
erdinary shop has of competing 
against this kind of unidereutting, It 
Hs easy to guess. Under such cone 
Jditions, it is scarcely. strange that 
Jeapital has shown itseig very shy in 
‘Szechuen, so that hitherto there has 
fbeen practically mo attempt to 
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develop the very considerable. min- 
eral resources of the province. There 
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are innumerable’ other taxes, “legat 
‘ond illegal, which would take too 
Tong to enumerate. T also heard, 
‘without surprise, that there was, and 
‘SUM is; a very. considerable Com- 
‘munist clement all over the province. 
What is much more surprising is 
that, In view of such conditions of 
mistule, the whole province did not 
go Red'at the time of the Communist 
invasion two years ago. Tt speaks 
volumes for the patience and level- 
eadedness of the peasantry. 


Intolerable'Banalt Conditions 


All this’. heavy taxation is due 
partly to the waste and extravagance 
of former régimes—there are quite 
‘2 number of millionaire generals and 
ex-generals in the provinee—and 
partly to the expense of keeping up 
the different provincial armies whieh 
atone are sald to be well over 200,000 
men. Yet despite all the money 
Javished on thelr upkeop they ap- 
pear to be completely uscless. Bandi- 
by" still flourishes; in no other 
province did T receive so many warn- 
Ings; and although I myselt did not 
come across any of these gentry, 
missionaries from up-country 
trlete deseribed conditions as intoler~ 
able, while the local papers were full 
‘of Feports of raids on the smaller 
towns and villages. 

‘The attitude of the provincial 
troops In such cases was, T'was told, 
that it was mo concern of theirs, as 
they. were only there to resist a 
foreign foe (right away In the heart 
et Szechuen) and that bandit sup- 
pression was the business of the 
Toeat militia, As a good cxample of

Parallel Applied ‘ 


‘To simplify the question, suppose 
we construct an average Chinese farm 
in the middle of this eity.

It we 
clear away all the buildings from a 
clty block, we will have an area 500 
fect square; that is roughly four 
acres. 

‘Since the averago Chinese farm is 
but tivo acres (lwelve mow), we must 
frst divide the city block in half.

CHINESE FARMERS’ PLIGHT 


Oppressed Peasants’ Re-financing Measures Bring 
‘Them to Eventual Bankruptcy

funerals. When tho Chinese New 
Year roils around, the tucky farmer 
“Aets of Goa” 

If this is a eross section of China's 
70,000,000 “tarm families, many’ city. 
dwellers will remark that the farm- 
cr is not so badly off. But ino 
picture is not yet completed. One| 
year in five the farmer loses part 
‘or all of his crops. It may be flood| 
‘oF drought, it may be bandits and 
elvil war of it,may be only a change 
‘Of magistrates’ which is accompanied 
by heavy squeeze. 
= These forces combined have. push- 
id the average farmer into debt and 
there is no allowance in his budget 
for repaying the deficit, 

‘Once in debt, the farmer re-fin- 
ances his obligations as long as he 
ves, For the average indebtedness 
of ail farmers in China, the lowest 
estimate which T have seen is $10 
a farm (some economists say as high 
‘as $350). If the lowest estimate is 
sceepied, China farm debt sow 

‘alarming figure of $4,000, 
900,000. It may be much higher. 
‘This gure has been growing steadily. 
larger since the Taiping Rebellion in 
the middle of the last century, and 
ig still going up. It is the key to 
China's agrarian ‘problem. 

With this average farm set up in’ 
front of us, we can now open our| 
history books, and see what relation-| 
ship there was between the farmer 
‘and the ups and downs of the Chi- 
nese dynasty, Students of economic 
history have bolled down 2,000 years 
Into a’single formula, which is applic- 
able to almost every dynasty. First 
there was a dynastic war which, by 
local and organized violence, greatly 
reduced the population. This’ brought 
femporary prosperity becauso there 
was a surplus of land. Population 
began to grow, Increased wealth in- 
vited foreign invasion. To defend the 
country, tax assessments were In- 

Poor farmers were forced into 
bankruptcy, their land passing to the| 
landlord. "These large land owners, 
‘because ‘of political privileges, were 
often exempled from taxes, ' which 
throws a still greater burden  back| 
‘upon the peasant, speeding up the! 
economic collapse. On the brink of 
disaster, afresh” rebellion sweeps 
‘across the country, reducing the po- 

ulation, and probably unseating the 
old dynasty, ‘The eycle begins anew. 


Ulstory Repeated 


All these symptoms of Chinese his- 
tory can be observed upon the aver- 
‘age Chinese farm during the last 80 
years As the debis df the farmer 
ose, and passed steadily into the 
hands of the gentry, till to-day 
fone third of the 70,000,000 farm 
households are anaiess, _ another| 
quarter have lest part of thelr land 
only 42 per cent. of the farmers can| 
still call themselves independent. This 
march to bankruptey from 1850 to 
1927 was the direct cause of | the| 
Gommunist evil wars from 3027 to 











‘To turn the tide of rural _bank-| 
rupley, the Central Governmot.t in 
Nanking announced in 1033 several 
Feconstruction programmes which 
would end “all civil war. The first 
plan would undermine the warlord, 
the second would eliminate the Com-| 
munist. The medicine for the war 
Tord was rapid communications— 
Foads and railways, air lines, tele-| 
phone, telegraph and radio.’ Four| 
‘years has shown remarkable activity, 
But so far it is diteult to find any’ 
direct benefit to the farmer, 


Pertinent Communist Medicine 


‘The medicine for the Communist 
is more pertinent and seems to. bo| 
borrowed from the microbe hunters! 
who turned one microbe against 
another. The government propoced| 
to do for the farmor everything which 
the communists themsolves wished to| 
do, with one exception: “that the| 
Kuomintang would respect | private 
property Tights of the landlord. 
Government ‘reconstruction is to In- 
clude (1) a clean-up of corrupt poll- 
ficlans in the district governments; 
2) loaning money at low rates of| 
interest; (3) tree education, © tree 
health service and free agricultural 
improvement. ‘The programme is ex- 
cellent. It answers every problem of 
the farmer except over-population. 
If this plan is ever carried out, the 
evolutionist in China will:be preach- 
ing to deat ears. 

In 1997, only four years after thése| 
reconstruction plans were organized, 
it is very easy to find fault with the 
work, Many near-sighted "writers. 
spent a few days or hours examining 
the work, and branded it a. total 
failure. if we understand clearly 
‘that any observation to-day is purely 
tenlative, that a 4-year old baby can- 
not reveal its own destiny, then it is 





possible to discuss the present ac- 


‘complishments, the shoricomings and| 
the probable ‘progress in the next 
few years. 

Consider the frst point on the 
government programme: the clean-up 
of corruption in the district govern 
ments, It is well known that the 
government appoints the provincial 
Eovernor, and the governor or his 
‘subordinates select the district magis- 
trates. Each magistrate has a small 
political machine in tis district, 
including tax collectors and inspec: 
tors who enforce all government 
rulings upon the farmer, 

Rural Bankruptey Cause 

For centuries this clique of district, 
officiats, co-operating with the land- 
lord and the money lender, has con- 
stituted the largest leak in tho Chi- 
hese “financial ‘system. One inves 
Aigation made by the Ministry of the 
Interior . in 1932, covering seven. 
Provinces, (published in Chinese by 
the-Commercial Press), revealed. that, 
the “special assessments” of these 
elty cliques varied from three to ten 
Limes the legal Jand tax, ‘This is one 
major cause of rural bankruptcy. 

In parenthesis, it must be acsertod 
that Gen, Chiang Kai-shek » is not 
essentially too conservative, From 
talidng to men in Nanking, Shanghal 
and Pelping during the’ last {ew 
‘months, men of every political hue 
from red, through pink, to dio-hard 
conservatism, my impression ic that 
Genoral Chiang and a few hundred 
sincere followers are trying to push 
through a reform programme against 
the historical inertia af 10,000,000 
other oficiais, national, provincial 
and local. At present it' would seem 
that It cannot be done till the masses 
‘are educated to push from the bol~ 
tom, demanding a higher standard of 
government. So much for the poll- 
teal side of reconstruction. 


Progress in Klangst 
Reconstruction along social and 
economic lines can be studied in a 
thousand different bureaux of educa- 
tion and agricultural ° experiment 
slations and co-operative societies 
scattered over the country, but the 
fairest place to judge the Government 
work is in Klangsi province, ‘There, 
in ten small areas, the ‘National 
Economie Counell is testing every 
point, in its reconstruction programme, 
About 150 workers are ‘concontrat 
ing upon the four-fold programme 
‘of education, health, agriculture 
fand co-operative societies. They are 
sxpending $250,000 a year, Surely 
hore if anywhere we can judge the 
effectiveness of reconstruction, though 
again reminding ourselves that the 
work is very young, just three years 


Early in April, I made a trip Into 
southern Kiangsl and spent ten day 
at a village centre, I. had ample 
opportunity to examine every phase 
of the work, both in the village| 
headquarters, and’ among fifteen 
surrounding ‘villages where work has| 
boon extended. ‘The director Is a 
personal friend, and did not hesitate 
fo express his honest opinions, I 
found his staff of ten workers sincere 
‘and hard working, but the results| 
fare meagre. Literacy has been raised | 
from 15 per cent to 20 per cent, in 
threo years. “The number af schoo! 
children has doubled. “Tho health 
service has a small’ hospital, but 
spends most of its time teaching 
hygiene in the schools, and cleaning 
up. unsanitary refuse ‘heaps in the 
villages, 

‘The agricultural department has not] 
had time to show results in its 
‘breeding of hogs or seed experiments, 
Dut its reforestration is remarkable, 
setting out half a million seedlings 
@ year, Co-operative loans to the 

srmer are very disappointing bo- 
cause of red tape involved. | The| 
government requires several months| 
{fo make the necessary investigations, 
by which time the farmer has already 
borrowed from a money lender. 

Meavy Indebtedness 

Of a certain village land, 90 per 
cent, of the farmers own 85 per cent. 
Half ‘the families have no land at 
all, and another 30 per cent. own a 
few mow, pethaps one acre, ‘These 
conditions, ‘of course, are a carry 









































Indebtedness 1s hlgh—70 per cont, of 
the families have borrowod money, 
the average being a little over $100. 
That is a village debt of $12,500 
among only 175 families. Again, this 
condition. can be blamed upon ’con- 
ditions which pre-daled the rocon- 
struction movement. But here is the 
isappointing fact, the march toward 
bankruptey “has pot slackened one 
whit In the last four years. During 
1936, ten mow of land were sold to 
meei debts, and another 20 mow were 
‘mortgaged. This Is 1 per cent., of 
the land. in that village, which’ Is 
already 85 per cent, in the hands of 
the landlords, 


None can fail to recognize a slow 
but vicious economic circle at work, 
which cannot be changed merely by 
educating the children or improving, 
thelr bodies. When the Government 
hhas prepared these children for a 
better, social life,. they will inherit 
from thelr parents a bankrupt vill- 
age. What can a farmer do when 
hia income is $120 a year, and his 
/barest essentials of existence consume 
‘every dollar of it? There is but one 
‘answer: pack up and leave and that 
Is exactly what they are doing. An 
average of one family a year Sor the 
last four years has fled by night, 
‘waiving is obligations, and found new. 
Ife on the untitled elds deeper In 
the old Communist territory. 


Poor Banking Facilities 
‘The erying need of this village, 
and of every village in China, ac 
cording to every qualified economist 
who has studied the question, is an 
abundance of rural credit at low 
rates of interest. As was previously 
‘mentioned, China's rural debt is at 
Joust $4,000,000,000, Very little of this 
‘credit comes from modern banks In 
the large cities, According to a sur: 
vey of the National Agricultural Re- 
search Bureau in 1096, modern banks 
have supplied only 24 per cont, of 
all rural credit, ‘and co-operative 
societies another'2.6 per cent. 

‘The remaining 95 per cont, is ad- 
vanced by landlords, money lenders, 
provincial officials, "merchants and 
military’ leaders who extract what- 
ever a helpless farmer can be forced 
to pay. Several Chinese magazines 
havo recently been investigating 
these extortion methods, and have 
exposed specif eases,” giving all 
details, where loan sharks have 
charged from 700 to 1,000 per cent. 
Interest, and bankrupted "a Tand 
owner in five years. ‘That is tho 

wajor agrarian problem of Chi 
which “reconstruction has hardly 
touched, 

‘The second problem is the corrup- 
tion ‘of local ‘government, which is 
recelving scant attention, 

‘The third problem, one which has 
been greatly exaggerated, is the ques 
tion af the landlord and’ the rent 
which he charges. Radical agitators 
with thelr theories based upon the 
European landlord problem in the 
days of Karl Marx, are only too 
‘anxious to blame the polty capitalist 
for all the evils of rural socloty. The 
modification of the Communist. land 
programme in Kansu to-day scems (0 
Indicate that the original programme 
was not entirely suited to China, 

Low in Bankruptey Cyolo 

To sum up, the Chinose farmor is 
at the bottom of the old cyclo of 
bankruptey, “which hag always in 
istory’ produced a widospread ro- 
bolllon, “To ward off further elvil 
war, the «Government _Inunched in 
1933 @ programme of rural recon- 
struction which is excellent on paper, 

1d could solve every problem of the 
yrmer except over-population, To- 
day the work is only four years old, 
‘The two most vital —issties—cheap 
credit and district corruption—have 
hardly boen touched. Free educa- 
tion, hoalth and agricultural services 
have shown some hard earned results 
in Kiongsi, ‘but the snail-like pace 
‘and the high cost of the experiments 
seem to Indleate the impossibility of 
foxtending this work throughout 
China in the near future, 

‘The greatest encouragement Is a 
growing liberalism among’ the edu- 
ated classes which ‘will somo day 
force upon the conservative element 
of the Nanking Government a more

‘This, incidentally, is in striking con- 
trast to the Constitution of British 
Guiana, from whigh Colony Sir 
Geoffry, Northeote, Hongkong’s Gov- 
ernorselect will come here. ‘There, 
the Council consists of ten officials 
and nineteen unoMcials, of the latter 
of whom fourteen are popularly 
lected and the remainder nominated 
by the Governor, 


Disparity in Franchise Privilexes 


‘There are doubtless good and sut- 
ficient “reasons {0 account for the 
Inck of uniformity in the constitu 
tions of the various Crown Colonies, 
ul, as one of the local journals hax 
pointed out, the disparity In franchise, 
privileges cannot be wholly due to 
the state of political or educational 
‘advancement of the inhabitants, since 
some of the more culturally ‘back- 
ward Colonies have more liberal con- 
stitutions than Hongkong enjoys. 
Possibly the near presence of large 
foreign political units Is a factor in 
the situation. Be that as it may, 
there does exist in Hongkong 9 
strong under-current of - opinion, 
seldom made vocal, which favours 
reform, 

‘The only direct vote which residents 
here enjoy Is In respect of two seats 
on the Urban Council, the new name 
given to the old Sanitary Board, This 
Body, however, is merely advisory, 
‘ond as the elected seats are held for 
Period of three years, the op- 
portunity of exercising "this very 
limited franchise seldom occurs, More 
often than not, vacancies are filled 
‘without the necessity of election, due. 
to the absence of more than’ one 
eondidate, ‘This circumstance has 
bbeon cited as demonstrating a lack 
































of civic spirit on the part of ‘the: 


public, but when secount is taken of 
the relative unimportance of the 
Council in the scheme of local gov- 
ernmont, the eritielsm seems scarcely 
justied. If apathy does exist, the 
‘more likely explanation Is the’ lack 
of opportunity offered to the average 
resident in the matter of making his 
views and opinions felt, 
Bristling with Dimeoutties 

It is conceded that the problem 
of devising a satisfactory electoral 
system bristles with dimcultios, more 
particularly in the direction of ‘avold- 
ing any swamping of the poll by 


specifle Interests or communities 
‘There is the further fact, of which 
account must be taken, that the 


‘masses of the Chinese populace are 
Rot fitted for the vole, On the 
Legislative Council, ag at present 
consiituted, three of the eight un- 
officials are Chinese. all appointed by 
the Governor. It might be possible, 
0 far as Chinese representation is 
concerned, to give the Chinese Cham- 
‘ber of Commerce and the Chiness 
Justices of the Peace, or some other 
representative - Chinese body, the 
vrlvilege of nominating thelr own 
members, or, at least in regard to 
‘one of the members, some system of 
properly or. residential qualification 
might be devised. 

‘The non-Chinese community: might 
‘be catered for by the electorate being 
drawn, as in the case of the Urban 
Counelt contests, from the Jury List, 
plus those normally able for but 
‘exempt from jury service, which is 
ftirly representaiive of the English- 
Speaking communities of various 
races—or a property or residential 
qualification might zlso apply for this 
section of the population as well. 

‘There was a time, some ye 
‘when, largely due fo the activities of 
the now defunct ‘Constitutional Re- 
form Association, which had quite @ 
Jerge and influential membership, an 
‘unofficial majority on the Legislative 
Council was in favour. Later camo 
9 realization that, under such a 
system, special Interests might con- 
trol the government. Such feeling as

“Disgrace to Land of Birth” 


Resentment has been expressed, in 
the Press, and freely in conversation, 
at some remarks, made at a mission- 
‘ary meeting in England, by the Rev. 
E. H.C. Tribbeck, until recently 
minister of the English Methodist 
Church in Hongkong, which are con- 
sidered to have given a wholly un- 
warranted and distorled Impression to 
people at Home of the life led by 
young Englishmen In. this Colony. 
Coneeding that the British civilian 
population, “mostly Government 
Servants," are a credit to Britain, 
Mr. Tribbeck went on fo say: “But 
there are many Englishmen who are 
fa disgrace to the land of their birth 
‘nd the enemies of all missionary 
work. In the name of God." he de- 
elamed, “why do we allow such 
Arunken, foul-living creatures to go 
abroad and represent us to the peoples 
of the world "—a remark greeted 
bby applause. One loca} journal, in 
commenting on the subject, does ‘not 
deny that there are a few biack sheep 
In the Colony, but adds that they 
‘are on no Sense typical of the place 

‘they are to be found everywhere. 
‘By and large,” remarks the editor. 
‘we should.say that the young man: 
hood of Hongkong is to-day far more 
serlous-tHinking and more morall 
clean than at any time in its history.” 

‘Another newspaper regrets that 
Mr, Tribbeek, in adopting the role 
of erusader, was not sufciently dis 
eriminative, and that he did not 
speak as strongly while he was in

‘These are sister ships of the vessels 
now belng built in England for the 
some eompany, designed to be the 
most Powerful freighters in the

fat the Hongkong & Whampoa Dock 
Co's yards at Kowloon. They will 
be named, Liwo, Taisang and Wing- 
sang. The two’ last-named will be 
modern coastal liners of 3,500 tons 
gross, while the Liwo will be a river 
vessel of 889 tons.

A COUNTRY DIARY 











June 37-1 have been paying 
almost daily visits to a little wood 
near the Hunglao Road and there 
have there seen two incidents rela- 
tive to the Indian Cuckoo which are 
worth recording. The first was 
about six weeks when one of 
3g fast and low 
out of the wood hotly pursued by a 
Bulbul: T judged the Cuckoo to be a 
female... there was a male calling 
noisily ‘in’ the neighbourhood 
‘and ‘she seemed to be carry’ 
something in her bill: the Bulbul 
struck at her in the air and she 
flew down to-the ground, a thing 
these birds seldom do: the Bulbul 
followed up its attack, striking two 
lor three times at the’ bird on the 
ground, and when I walked over to 
get a closer view the Cuckoo flew 
up and disappeared over a creek 
‘while the Bulbul returned towards 
‘the wood, During the whole incident 
the Cuckoo remained silent while 
its aggressor screamed with anger 
in a. most unusual manner. I na- 
turally thought this must be a case 
of a cuckoo stealing an egg prior to 
laying one in its place, but a pro- 
Ionged search did not give me ony 
further evidence to that effect, Yes 
terday, just outside the same’ wood, 
T was surprised to see a fairly large 
[bird squatting on a path and looking 
very much like a Nightjar at rest: 
fon my approach it few, a few feet 
from the ground, until’ it came 10 
est among some cabbages, at which 
it occasionally pecked as it it were 
gathering caterpillars . . . but | most 
of the. time it remained in a 
squatting position as if it had not 
the strength to stand up or fy: often 
it turned its head as if listening to 
{the call of an Indian Cuckoo . . . and 
fon closer examination it turned out 
{to ‘be a young cuckoo, with greyish 
head and roughly barred underparts 
T waited half an hour to see if any 
foster-parents came to feed it, but 
in vain, and it nally flew away 
‘quite strongly. (Now d am wondering 
“was this second incident ‘connected 
with the first—and had the original 
Indian Cuckoo victimized a Bulbul? 
T'wish I knew for certain, 

July 1.—1 am not so good at finding 
birds’ nests as I was some years ago 

hence my adventures of this 

morning, Began by playing my old 
game of “hunt the thimble” with a 
Fan-tail Warbler: the rules of the 
game are that the little bird sounds 
his tiny bell (or so it seems) louder 
5 you more nearly approach his 
nest....and if you are lucky you may 
strike ‘his eup-like little home among 
the grasses: but usually he breaks 
the rules by diving off at 50 MPH. 
in the wrong direction and finally 
Jeaves you “creeked": the odds are 
fen to one on the bird and he ran 
true to form this morning—winning 
the race ina canter and leaving me 
Giterally) inthe soup....if that Is 
what swamps are made of. So I 
wandered on looking for new adven= 
{ure and soon found it. A Bush War- 
ler lured me among some reeds by 
giving some very unusual variations 
‘his usual call of “OH-Oh-Oh-Richar¢ 
until T scented that he was singing 
neor his nest: I followed up the elue 
through high reeds and bushes until 
T knew I must be right, ...and could 
almost see the little ‘rod engs in 
his nest....1 could hear the low

glug-glug-plug call of the mate ‘on 
the nest, when the earth suddenly 
opened ‘and I fell down into 
something lke an elephant-pit with 
nice juiey mud at the bottom: os I 
scrambled out (slightly soiled. and

tryman came up and asked what T 
was doing: 1 tried to explain in bad 
Chinese that 1 was looking for a bird 
but he was obviously convinced 1 
was trying to commit felo de se —~ 

to hide the body ‘at the same 
time—so I made my excuses and de- 
parted, Determined to redeem my re- 
utation I revicitet uw spot where I 
had heard Kingfishers squeaking in 
‘an exelted manner which had aroused 
my. suspicions at_an earlier hour: 
there they were. diving at the steep 
bank of a pond, turn by turn, throw= 
ing out the mud and excavating a 
new tunnel for thelr second nest of 
the season. So now I have a new 
nest to wateh....and I feel there is, 
life in the old dog yet! 

July 3.—Went to a cocktail party 
the other day and, returning home, 
sat out in the garden for that won- 
erful fifteen minutes when darkness 
enshrouds the land as the birds 
come flying in and the bats go 
Mapping out. Suddenly a high oMelal 
‘of the Health Department stood bee 
fore me and spoke as follow:—"You 
wrote in your diary some days ago 
about oll-sprayed creeks and the 
errible effect on animal life; and 
‘about Waterhens which cannot live 
Under such circumstances: you also 
‘mentioned that such work was done 
by the P.W.D. Paht what ignorance! 
Don't. you know that work Is the 
only thing the Public Works Depart- 
ment never does? And that if such 
{oll must be undertaken it Is done by 
my ‘department, which is that of 
health?” T nodded, "But you have got
